CHINA'S CONSTITUTION 


‘The Legislative Yuan has formally 
adopted the draft Constitution for 
China, It now presumably will go 
before the 6th Plenary Session of 
the Central Executive Committee of 
the Kuomintang due to be held at 
Nanking next month. Thence it may 
0 to the National Congress which 
will be assembled subsequently under 
present arrangements. Until it has 
run the gauntlet of those bodies 
must be regarded as but adr 
Mottelled on the lines prescribed by 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen, the Constitution, 
‘according to Dr. Foo Ping-chang, the 
chairman of the Committee of Seven 
which undertook its revision, has 
been influenced by British and Amer- 
fcan examples. It would be inappro- 
priate at this stage to attempt to 
form a considered judgment on it 
That diflidence should not be ex- 
tended fo neglect of the immense 
amount of labour and learning de- 
voted by the various authorities to 
ls preparation. In form the Consti- 
tution is a workmanlike document. 
‘There can be no question that Dr. 
Foo Ping-chang and his colleagues 
have brought all the ferce of thelr 
undoubted talents to their tark. It 
will be seen that the draft as nos 
approved has been subjected to 
considerable discussion in the Com- 
mittee. Generally it may be said 
that the “amendments made have 
brought the Constitution more effe>- 
tively into line with the requirements 








of executive government, Certain 
provisions which might. in practice, 
have Eten found to be hampering 
prompt action in moments of crisis 
have been suitably modified. Signif- 
cant too is the withdrawal of the 
clause which would have made it 
Impossible fer a serving soldier to 
be President of the Republic. or 
Governor of a Province. Whether 
this alteration will be allowed to} 
stand when the draft hax been taken 
Into further consideration remains to 
be seen. It is specially interesting 
im the light of certain eventualities 
which the Government may have to| 
take inte account. 


CHINESE ARMY POLO 


Sunday's sporting event wai 
undoubtedly the appearance of 
Chinese Army Polo team on the 
ground at Kiangwan and its credi- 
table performance against a strong| 
local side. ‘The 32nd Regiment has 
been playing polo for only a year and 
lis representatives came all the way 
from Peiping to play the Shanghai 
team, Modern polo is a vastly differ- 
jent game trom that which, according 
to tradition, was played in China 
over a thousand years ago.

And the teams were not limited to 
the modest four who comprise the 
niodern polo side. Polo is essentiaily 
an army gate and nothing can better 
conduce to the cultivation of the 
qualities which go to the making of 
the dashing and resourceful soldier 
than the ancient game of polo in its 
modern guise. This has recently 
been discovered in Russia where, 
with dramatic enccuragement from 
Mr. W. C. Bullitt. as Ambassador of 
the leading polo country in the world 
to-day, the Ruslan Army has taken 
to polo with considerable enthusiasm 
and success.

TELEPHONE FINANCE 


‘There still remains one aspect of 
the report by the experts on the 
Shanghai Telephone Co. to which re- 
ference should be made, and that is 
the manner in which they have an- 
swered the question as to whether 
the expenditure of the company in 
respect of plant, equipment, and other 
properties has been economically in- 
curred. ‘The reply is based upon an 
optimum condition “in which an 
efficient service is provided at a cost 
which for that class of service is 
reasonable. On the quality of the 
present service there cannot be the 
slightest doubt that it is good and 
4 wonderful improvement upon that 
which preceded it. But as the ex- 
pers point out extravagance has 
been alleged because the actual ex 
penditure has been greater than was 
estimated in the Anson report, actual 
expenditure amounting to Tis. 17,- 
735,000 as compared with the Anson 
estimate of Tis. 8,000,000. Explaining 
that much of the increase was due 
to the fall in the value of the tae}, 
it Js pointed out that 85 per cent 
of the construction expenditure w 
affected by the depreciation of local 
currency, either in the cast of ex: 
change on purchases made abroad 
for in the increase in local prices. 
Figures showing the effect of the 
depreciation of local currency In- 
dicate that when due allowance of 
‘Tis, 6,608,000 is made for the fall of 
the tae! the difference between 
actual expenditure by the company, 
fand he Anson estimate with the addl- 
Mion of depreciation accruals to the.

‘The conclusion that is consequently 
reached is that there has been no 
extravagant expenditure and the re 
sons for the nding are altogether 
convincing. Tt is undoubtedly un- 
fortunate that at the time, the vagar= 
les of exchange had so important 0 
bearing upon the total spent in terms 
of local currency, but that is a factor 
over which the company could be 
expected to have no control,

‘Dr. Haas paid a glowing tribute to 
the many Chinese experts in various 
fields who were able to give fim 
great help during his say in Nanking. 
‘These brilliant workers, modest, Drac- 
tical, confident and always eager 19 
‘work without illusion, — who must 
count as China's finest’ sons in ber 
[gigantic task of national. reconstruc- 
tion, cannot have their fine service 
over-estimated. 

China's health work was singled out| 
‘as eminently successful among other 
branches of economie enterprises. and; 
Dr. Haas suggests success here would 
seem to lie in the concentration of 
talents and unity in control under 
the foremost health authorities of the 
nation, He 1s of the opinion that 
similar concentration of energy in 
Jother branches of work under unl- 
fled contro! would ‘bring even. bet- 
ter results than those now obtain. 

‘Advisory Technical Services 

Dr. Haas suggests the institution 
of one or more advisory. technical 
Services, which would. give expert 
advice to the competent ministries 
‘concerned, with whom the power of 
‘making decisions and ity 
in carrying out sdministrative| 
policies will continue to rest. These 
Services, Dr, Haas believes, would 
lighten ‘the burden of technical re- 
sponsiblities on the National ‘Econ-| 
‘omic Councit which would then be] 
able to better carry out its principal 
functions as a llaison organ between 
public and. private bodies and be- 
{ween the competent departments ot 
the Government, 
‘Dr, Haas is warm in his tribute to 
the zeal and effort of the provineat 
authorities in working out thelr share 
In the nation’s reconstruction. He] 
said everywhere he was impressed 
by. the homogeneity of the Chinese 
people and evidences of a deep-rodt- 
ed national unity presaging « bright 
future for the nation.

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ERRATIC EXCHANGE 
Oct. 28, 


‘The decline in the exchange value 
of the dollar, accompanied by 
violent fluctuations in the daily’ 
markets has accentuated anxiety 
over the present monetary situa- 

» tion: In the latter part of last week| 
this decline became more marked. 
‘The sharp upward movement of 
gold bar prices indicated conditions 
which were viewed by the market 
with concern, judging from the re- 
ports made to this journal. It is 
obvious that, although speculative 
activities are’still playing a sinister 
part in disturbing normal market 
operations, some of the movements 
recorded might be fairly interpreted 
as indicating a trend of genuine 
business. significance. Nevertheless 
it is diffeult to discriminate with 
‘any degree of certainty when the 
speculative position is so large and 
precariously poised. The situation is| 
not improved by the persistence of 
rumour-mongering. It very 
natural that, faced as the market 
is, with a serious loss of confidence, 
rumours should be readily mistaken 
for information. But, over _and| 
+ above this, it is disffcult'to resist the| 
conclusion that much harm could 
be avoided if some step could be 
taken to elip the wings of rumour- 
mongers whose intentions are 
selfish and dishowourable. On this 
subject comment has been made 
from time to time. Just at this 
moment attention to it seems to be 
peculiarly necessary. Dr. HH. 
Kung is known to have strong 
views and to have expressed those 
views with some vehemence. He 
would be fully supported—indeed 
applauded—it he could find means 
to express them in action. His 
position is dificult, but in the in- 
terests of the policy which he is 
endeavouring to maintain he may 
find St desirable to take the present 
state of the market seriously into 
account. He, obviously, cannot set 
himself the ‘titanic task of track- 
ing down every absurdity and giv- 
{ing it further publicity. " He might 
however, devise means for moking| 
rumour-mongering an unprofitable 
diversion, 


Since October of last year China| 
has seen her Government attempt- 
a form of currency manage- 
ment desigmed to cope with the 
exceptional situation created by the 
American Silver Purchase Ac 
"The original system whereby 
flexible export duty was imposed on 
silver was superseded early in the 
present year by a co-operative 
arrangement between the Gov- 
ermment and the Banks. ‘This was 
assisted in April by the scheme 
which brought the Central Banle of 
China, the Bank of China and the 
Bank of Communications into asso- 
clation under Government control 
‘The policy of co-ordinating the 
Government's policy with banking] 
operations was thus reinforced. 
Generally it may be stated that the 
Government thus met its difficul- 
ties with considerable ingenuity. 
It has, however, been severely} 
hampered by the deterioration 
in trade and, especially, by the 
lack of confidence which the de- 
pression enhanced. The adverse 
balance of trade persists. Talking} 
the eight months ended August 31, 
it stands at_$315 million, a reduc-| 
tion of only $45 million on the figure| 
for the same period in 1934, Re-| 
mittances from Chinese overseas| 
must be taken considerably to offset 
‘the preponderance of imports. How- 
ever that may be, the urgent need 
of increasing exports cannot _ be! 
ignored. The rise in the exchange] 
value of the dollar, has naturally| 
militated against such a revival 
which, however, also requires cer- 
tain improvements in communica 
tion, means of transport and, 
methods of marketing before i can! 
‘be seriously expected. In briet, the 
remedies demanded are those which| 
































Inancement of the price of silver, by 
the American process, has com~ 
plicated the situation. 

‘The Government cannot be held 
Jentirely responsible for the tense 
position thus created. Ia greater 
measure of confidence could be in- 
troduced into the market, there 
might be some ground tor hope. 
JOn one point China has reason to 
be insistent. The affais of the 
Govemment should be treated in 
yuch a way as to show beyond 
doubt that the normal precautions 
proper toa financial crisis are 
being taken. It is impossible to 
discuss this matter in detail in the 
absence of complete statistics, but 
it seems that the reduction of ex- 
penditure should be a cardinal fea 
fture of Government policy. Just 
as Shanghai is now suffering from 
learlier over-confidence and exces 
sive eredit-expansion, so the mation 
fal frances have been administered 
with inouffiient attention to the 
importance of attuning expenditure 
to current revenue receipls. If the 
Government could effectively estab— 
lish iis determination to repair that 
omission, the first step might be 
taken toward recovering the | con 
fidence which is sorely nected. 
‘With a market such as deveioped 
last week it is obvious that. trade 
must be almost paralyzed. Neither 
importer nor exporter can _ expect: 
to do business when rates are sub- 
{ect to such violent disturbances as 
Ihave been recorded. The cause for 
much of the uneasiness is not easy. 
to specify. ‘The Goverment is 
lconsiéered on the whole to have 
the situation in hand, although, in 
Ithe circumstances now existing, they 
will be under constant pressture to 
resort to easy remedies. ‘The Lelth~ 
Ross Mission is steadily pursuing its 
task of inquiry, and, so far as can 
Ibe ascertained, it appears to be well 
in touch with’ the Government and 
the Banks. There is not the slight 
Jest ground for some of the fantastic 
assertions and premature surmises 
fwhiel have found currency in its 
rega:d. Once again it wems that 
the root of the dificulty les in for= 
getfuness or neglect of the general 
interests of the community. The 
situation is undoubtedly dificult, 
but there {s no reason why it should 
not be satistactorily met by the Gov 
[ernment if due attention be pid to 
the necessity of maintaining. sound 
principles and resisting the meretri- 
cious lures of specious nostrums. In 
return the Government has the 
right to ask for help in eablishing 
fteam-work for the mobilization of 
fall resources in combatting the de~ 
pression. Little more can be sald. 




















CUSTOMS REVENUE 
Oct. 28. 
‘The second edition of “China's 
Customs Revenue since the Re- 
jvolution of 1911” is out of print. 
That work which was first published 
jin 1925, to be followed two years 
ater by a second edition, is rec- 
lognized as an authoritative and at- 
tractive exposition of the financial 
‘structure of China's administration. 
Its author, Mr. Stanley Wright, as- 
sisted now by Mr. J. H. Cubbon, 
fhas just produced a third edition. 
The need for this effort is not 
derived solely from the exhaustion 
lof the former edition. Since 1925. 
jas Sir Frederick Maze observes in a 
brief preface, 
vital and far-reaching chinges have. 
taken place in the administration of 
the Customs and of the Customs 
Revenue. Pre-eminent among these 
changes is China's recovery of her 
right to tariff autonomy, which 
naturally brought with “it the 
National Import Tariff of February 
1929. ‘The greatly increased rates 
of this tariff, 
made subsequently, resulted in 
widespread smuggling. To protect 
the revenue and check frauds a 
series of new measures were put 
into effect. 
These measures included the aboli- 
tion of the back systern, the 
creation of a Tariff Board, revision 
lof the Yangtze and Inland Water 
Reguletions, and a Law definitely 
designed to check smuggling. The 
Government has not confined its 
activities to protective action; it has 
attempted. to encourage trade by 
fabolishing likin and other internal 
limposts. ‘The exigencies of a high 
{tariff have brought a preventive 
feet into being. In six years it has 
[developed an establishment which 
comprises 26 sea-going vesels and 
33 launches, with a staf of over 
1,200 including 130 foreimers. It 

















require time for their application, 
Jn the meantime the-artificial en- 


jwill be seen therefore that Mr.

The history of China’s foreign| 
and intemal loans and an authentic 
survey of the consolidated debt 
position are provided in this record. 
|The account of the treatment of the 
Boxer Idemnity Funds is ‘specially| 
valuable. has now seen| 
practically the whole of the In- 
demnity “devoted to enterprises for 
the benefit of her own people.” 
Less than a fifteenth of one per 
cent. of the total Boxer indemnity, 
obligation is still payable on the 
original lines: the countries in- 
volved are Spain, Portugal, Sweden| 
jand Norway. A’ momentous event 
in revenue history was the winding! 
up of the National Loans Bureau 
of Peking and the establishment of 
‘the Consolidated Debt Ofice at 
Nantcing with temporary offces at 
‘Shanghai, in conformity with the 
‘decision reached regarding the In- 
spectorale of Customs, In February 
1929 the Revenue and Loans Office 
bsorbed the Debt office and other| 
administrative machinery for the 
service of forelgn and internal 
loans secured on the Customs 
revenue and its surplus The 
handling of the loan services and 
the gradual centralization of the 
revenuue-producing devices of the| 
Government have been important 
problems for the Customs Depart- 
ment. ‘The task has been quietly 
taekled by a well-disciplined bureat 
racy to whom political viei 
situdes may have been embarrassing 
attimes. Yet actually polities have 
been Kept out of Customs organiza 
tion. It seems that however great 
may be the divergence of view be- 
‘tween the various schools of 
political thought, there is a lively 
appreciation of the need for pre- 
serving the integrity of the Customs 
from the prevalent controversies, 
‘This, admittedly, has entailed some 
ingenuity in ignoring awkward rifts 
‘and schisms, but on the whole it 
has triumphantly survived. How- 
ever political may be the decisions 
of the Government, the moment 
they require to be carried into ef- 
{ect by the Customs Service they are! 
deprived as much as possible of 
their political significance and 
bureaucratic principles are strictly 
applied to them. 


The service of the foreign loans 
secured on the Customs is the basis 
‘of China's flnancial administration. 
It provides the known factor in as- 
sewing a situation in which in- 
calculable and uncertain elements 
are still dominant. For that reason 
alone a study of the machinery of 
‘the Customs Revenue is highly im- 
portant to any student of Chineso| 
affairs. Just noy the economic and 
‘monetary tension is great. Whether| 
‘the Government and the Banks in 
co-operation will be able successful- 
ly to steer the country through the 
crisis must depend on the extent to| 
which much needed and, it is feared, 
precariously placed confidence can 
be fully restored. ‘The figures of] 
the Customs revenue for the last 
few ‘months are not reasuring. 
‘The predominance of imports over 
‘exports is so persistently excessive| 
‘and it would seem that the depres-| 
faithfully reflects that un- 
favourable condition. The wide 
scope of the enterprises to which 
the Customs revenue gives financial 
assistance emphasizes the part 
which the Service plays in main- 
‘taining the resistance power of the| 
Chinese people. It is satistactory 
therefore to learn from Mr. Wright 
‘that 
through all_vieissitudes the object 
which the Government have kept 
steadily in view in the disposal of 
heir Customs revenue has been, 
snd is, to maintain the nation: 
honour sbroad and at home, s0 far 
‘ prescribed limitations aliow, to| 
help in creating a firm financial 
foundation on which China's Gov- 
emment in the future can build 
with ‘safety and security, and to 
auist whenever and wherever pos-| 
sible Chinese agencies that work| 
for the welfare and advancement of| 
the Chinese people.

CHINA'S ATHLETES 
Oct, 23. 


‘The Sixth Annual Athletic Meet- 
fing came toa most successful con- 
clusion at the Stadium in Kiangwan 
jon Sunday. At the opening of the 
Fifth Annual Athletic Meeting at 
Nanking on the Double Tenth in 
11933, Mr. Wang Ching-wel express- 
led the hope that by these meetings 
the national physique would be im- 
proved and a new spirit would be 
imparted to the masses of the 
people. Following that meeting the 
Education Ministry, in July of last 
year, ordered the various provincial 
‘departments and municipal bureaux 
to introduce physical culture 
‘courses in normal schools. To those 
jin Shanghai who know what a pro- 
jminent part Chinese athletes play 
jin various forms of sport, the su 
cess of this meeting has not come as 

ja surprise. The first sports mesting 
for Chinese in Shanghai was held 
}30 years ago and the record at the 
time shows that the particiyants 
}were many of them induced to take 
part in the adventure very much 
Jagainst their Inclination. As for the 
parents, it was asserted that they 
|were firmly convinced that their off- 
springs’ bodies would be ruined by 
violent exercise. These views seem 
ridiculous in the light of the en- 
{thusiasm which prevailed last week 
fat Kiangwan, not only on the track 
but among the thousands of specta- 
tors who watched the tests with 
every appearance of thoroughly un- 
derstanding at least some of the 
finer points. The success of the 
meeting and the absence of serious 
hhitehes or friction must have been 
highly: gratifying to General Wu 
‘Te-chen, to whom so much credit is 
Jdue for the development of the 
Civie Centre and its magnifieent 
‘Stadium. 

Good “work has been done in 
cultivating sport in China by the 
Far Eastern Athletic Association. A 
tribute, too, should be paid to the 
pioneer labours of the Y.M.CA., 
which has actively encouraged sport 
jin China since 1908. The ¥.MC.A. 
sent instructors over from the United 
States and opened a physical train- 
ing school in Shanghai in that year, 
jand in 1910 a National Athletic 
Meeting was actually or 
falbel: on more modest Lines 
big. meeting last week. 
days the competitors came fron 
North, South, East and Central 
China’ and 150 athletes in all com- 
jpeted. At the opening of the meet 
ing last week 50,000 spectators saw 
2,270 athletes pass by in procession, 
‘coming from all parts of China and 
{from Chinese communities overseas. 
These figures indicate the grea 
ladvance which has been made ‘n 25 
years, In the Far Eastern Olymple 
Games, China gained first place at 
ai in 1915, third at Tokyo in 
1917, and second ‘at Manila in 1919. 
At Shanghai in 1921 she was ugiin 
second. The China National 
[Athletic Association Federation re- 
placed the China Amateur Athletic 
Union in i924 and thus became the 
controlling body of athletics in 
‘China as the result of a meeting 
held at Wuchang. In spite of 
political and other troubles, the 
Eighth Olympic .Meeting was’ held 
in Shanghai in 1928 and Japanese 
jand Philippine athletes com- 
eted. To Tokyo in 1930 China sent 
ja team, but the Federation was not 
jable to organize another national 
meeting until 1931, when the Fourth 
jwas held in Hangchow. Meanwhile 
the Federation had been granted 
official recognition by the Govern 
ment and the declared purpose of 
that body is to control every form 
jot amateur sport, although for the 
time being its chief functions are 
to represent China in international 
athletics. The National Govern 
ment has actively interested stselt 
jin the development of athletics by 
giving generous grants to the 
Federation for its expenses, and a 
sum of $100,000 is now required for 
financing China's participation in 
the Olympic Games to be held in 
Berlin next year. It is understood 
that the greater portion of this 
|money will be found by the Govern- 
ment. The Education Ministry is 
‘specially enjoined to encourage 
Jathleties and on that ground Gov- 
jernment support is readily forth- 
jcoming. In Shanghai Chinese suc- 

ssses have long been a feature of 
international sport. In 1927 Loh 
/Hwa joined the Football Associ

What apparently is chiefly needed 
lis a greater attention to the tech- 
nique of the particular test in- 
volved. In this matter England 
had to learn a good deal from 
America, and it would seem that in 
such events as hurdling and jump- 
ing the same experience might be 
beneficially invited by China. How- 
ever excellent an athlete may be in 
Physique and capacity for speed, 
he cannot knock off those odd 
‘seconds which make all the dif- 
ference between winning and losing 
without practical attention to the 
canons of training and the tech- 
nique of the track or field, Lord 
Burghley, who physically could 
not be described as robust, brought 
himself to the first rank of Univer- 
sity and eventually Olympic hur- 
diets by sheer determination and 
‘obedience to the dictates of the 
trainer at Fenner's, If those points 
are borne in mind there is no 
reason why the progress of Chinese 
athletes should be unduly delayed,

tendency "in these days to criticize 
the remuneration paid to such ofl 
cials, and while there may be somo 
for the criticism it is im- 
ative that they should be treated 
fairly throughout. Thus is it a well 
known fact that when the rubber 
growing industry fell on the evil 
days, from which it is now recover- 
Ing, ‘salaries in the plantations were 
reduced drastically, and Shanghai 
‘rms managing the companies elther 
hhad: to forego or accept considerable 
reductions in the fees which they 
received, It is also common  know- 
ledge that in some instances actuat 
‘assistance was given to the rubber 
companies without which some of 
them could never have carried on, 
It must always be a matter of 
opinion as to whether the remuner= 
ation paid in these cases is too high 
oF not, and comparisons of ralios 
may not always convey the correct 
impression. Whether this is 0 oF 
not, care should be taken to see that, 
whatever is done in the matter ulti. 
mately, those who are at present 
under ‘fre should have thelr merits 
as well ag their faults taken. into 
consideration. ‘There is many 
shareholder of rubber companies in 
Shanghai to-day who would be hold- 
ing worthless paper if it had not 
been for the manner in which thei 
‘maligned servants stood by them ir 
the dark years, and while there may 
be room for some changes, common 
ratitude requires that whatever is 
done should be done with a back- 
ward eye to the help which was then

Journal 
had “a most important function to 
fulfl, for it had to serve a community 
which exiled from its own 
country “and was obliged to sotile 
down permanently in this most 
cosmopolitan city. It had to interpret 
the changed conditions to the Russian 
neweomer, to provide him with news 
fo which lack of knowledge of other 
languages prevented access. Under 
the energetic management of the pro- 
prietor, the late Mr. M. 8. Lembich, 
find the able editorship of Mr. L. V. 
‘Aroldov, the new journal rapidly 
overcame’ infal. dimeulties, and -was. 
nthe comparatively short period of 
a year, able to convince. forelgn 
fdvertisors that there was undoubted 
ly room for such a publication as had 
been started, with the result that 
business improved and has since 
shown’ no. signs of going back. 
The history of the “Zaria” during the 
ten years of its existence has been 
very much the same as that of the 
community It serves, even in the 
matter of the transfer of its publishing 
house, from Broadway to Avenue 
Joffre, consequent upon the Russian 
migration following the troubles. of 
1827. It is a matter upon whieh the 
proprietors and editor have to be con- 
fratulated that the journal ‘has ‘had 
{profound effect upon the relations of 
the Russian with other communities, 
snd in extending to the journal and 
lis personnel the appropriate felicia 
lions, the hope is expressed that it 
will "have many” years of continued 
prosperity before it,

ETHIOPIAN HAZE 


It would seem that the Ethiopian 
Jcampaign is developing into a cautious 
Malian advance to which the defend- 
fers are not offering present resistance. 
How far modern mechanization com- 
bined with modern munitions is able 
to eliminate the most dangerous 
‘elements of guerrilla warfare cannot 
yet be judged. The news that the 
talian aeroplanes have bombed the 
wireless station Gorahai and so 
paralyzed the Ethiopian communica 
ions in Ogaden indicates one aspect 
of this overwhelming superiority. 
Malian airmen have practically free 
‘scope for reconnaissance and attack 
since their opponents are without 
ordinary means of anti-aircraft de- 
fence. “Italian reports disclose that 
the General Staff in the feld are not 
prepared to attune their operations 
to the dramatic requirements of Rome. 
‘This is a wise precaution for careful 
preparation in the advance is essen- 
ial’ in such dificult country despite 
the comparative weakness. of the 
‘opposition. Although appreciations of 
‘the campaign have been generously 
forthcoming both from Addis Ababa 
and from Asmara, there is reason to 
doubt whether they bear any real 
relation to the plans of either side. 
‘The instantaneous receipt by the rival 
commanders of the intentions of the 
other side, as vouchsafed to the press, 
fs now ensured by the all-knowing. 
wireless mast. It is fair to believe 
that both Italian and Ethiopian in- 
telligence services are well aware of 
this fact and will lay thelr plans ac- 
cordingly. Broadly the situation may 
be taken’ to resolve itself into dis- 
cussion of the probable attitude of 
the defenders. Provided the Em- 
peror ean rely confidently on his 
powers of restraining his impulsive 
warriors, there seems to be little 
doubt that by far his best course 
would be to offer but the mest per- 
funetory opposition to the early ad- 
vance of the Italian forces and to| 
exploit to the full the advantages to 
be secured by the time factor and 
the natural asperities of the terrain 
fas the invaders penetrate into the 
country. By this method he can im- 
ose on the Italian commgnder the 
‘Obligation of making several elaborate 
plans for attack which, at the critical| 
‘moment, may expend itself on a vac- 
‘uum until the appropriate time 
comes to put up a real resistance. 
Moreover delay of this kind should 
give the Ethiopians valuable oppor- 
ytunities for testing the qualities of 
(the new fighting machine so ponder- 
ously equipped for their destruction.

TERMS REJECTED 


‘The report that tentative sugges- 
tions for the cessation of hostilities 
between Italy and Ethiopia have been. 
passing between Paris and Italy, while 
undoubtedly important, should not at 
the moment give rise to any very 
reat hopes. That view is cor 
roborated by the fact that the mi- 
imum terms submitted by Italy have 
already been rejected by the govern- 
ments of France and Great Britain as 
unsatisfactory. Had they been other- 
wise it is obvious that neither of the 
two latter countries could have bound 
the League in any decision it might 
ultimate arrive at, though it is more 
than likely that’ any arrangement 
which proved satisfactory to the three 
countries at present negotiating and, 
of course, Ethiopia, would carry con- 
siderable weight before the League. 
In the meantime it is to be expected 
‘that Italy will be obliged to indulge 
in a race with sanctions which should 
not now be long in coming into 
fect. While London believes that 
under their pressure Italy will be 
obliged progressively to curtall her 
demands, there is also the fact to he 
considered that Italy will at the same 
time energetically pursue her eam- 
paign in Abyssinia, with the result 
that if an early settlement of the 
whole unfortunate business is to be 
expected progressive sanctions will be 
probably offset by successive military 
Sains, leaving Signor Mussolini's de- 
‘mands not greatly changed in the long 
run. In view of such a possibility it 
would be weil at this juncture to re- 
gard reports of these preliminary 
overtures rather as a hopetul sign 
than as seed likely to come to an 
jearly fzuition, much as that is to be 
desired. 











THE LIBERAL VOTE 


‘The association of Mr. David Lloyd 
George with the official Liberal op- 
Position group led by Sir Herbert 
Samuel will be strengthened by the 
oratorical support given by Viscount 
Snowden. Nowadays the prohibition 
jgainst Peers taking part in Parlia~ 
wentary elections is blandly ignored. 
Lord Snowden’s company with the 
Liberal spokesmen before the 
microphone will, therefore, be wel- 
In the last election “the 

Liberal vote dropped to 2,320,000 as 
against $308,510 in 1929," Tt must 
be remembered, however, that 
the situation ‘was complicated 
by the circumstance that the 
Liberals in opposition to ths 
Government then were the handful 
following Mr. Lloyd George. Sir 
Herbert Samuel and his party were 
clossed with the Government sup- 
porters, Sir Herbert holding office in 
the Cabinet until 1032, when he and 
his group went into opposition. - This 
election, therefore, may sce a definite 
revival of Liberal activity. Mr, Stanley 
Baldwin has never failed to recomnize 
that the vote of 1931 was given te 
National Government and not to 
any one perty. His followers have 
not always accepted that view and 
ir recent months Liberals have felt 














that their ce-operation has been 
treated by Conservatives in too 
cavalier a fashion. Mr. Winston 


Churchill's return to service undec 
Mr. Baldwin may strengthen the 
Conservative leaders’ paition with 
own right-wing. It may equally per- 
turd the Liberal voter who will be 
iuelined to consider that his party 
may be swallowed up in the predeni- 
inantly Conservative mass. Sir John 
Simon is the leader of those Liberals 
who adhere to the National Govern- 

ent. He has been the most criticized 
of ail Cabinet Ministers and the 
criticism has been bitterest. from 
Liberal ranks. ‘These considerations 
suggest that the official Liberal party 
which has so often been described a5 
“dead if not damned” may come to 
life again. ‘The present assumption 
that the Government will have an 
easy task to secure its return may 
bbe open to review when the nomina- 
tions have been formally received. 
It is probable that many electors will 
not be prepared to accept Mr 
Buldwin'’s argument that the only 
alternative to. National Government 
is a Socialist administration. Past 
experience has taught the danger of 
Paying too much attention to 
“tabelled” election. The “khaki” elce- 
tion of 1900 brought the Conservatives 
a heavy reverse six years later. Mr. 
Lioyd “George's “hang the Kaiser” 
appeal of 1918 swept the country but 
looked pretty foolish when the Coali- 
tion broke and gave way to the Con- 
servatives in 1922. Genuine tnough, 
the National Government's appea! 
‘as in 1931. there is no doubt tht 
Labour dissidents have been able 
‘sedulously to create the impression 
that Mr. Ramsay MacDonald made 
the nation’s flesh creep beyond the 
needs of the occasion. This, of 
course, is due to the success achieved 
by the National Government in steer- 
ing the country {o recovery. Yet the 
paychological effect of endeavouring 
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to repeat that kind of-appeal may be 
interesting. That is where | the 
Liberal oppesition will perceive ther 
opportunity. The voter who is stil 
neertain of the soundness of Labour 
[policy and who dislikes being asked 
to give his support on the. basis of 
the present crisis over Ethiopia may 
bbe inclined to consider Liberal -re~ 
plesentations more favourably than 
at any time in recent years. The 
umber of Liberal candidates | Is 
small—only 180—compared with 563 
Gevernment and 530 Labour candi 
Jdates. In 1981 515 Labour candidates 
Produced only 52 Labour members 
fand 119 Liberal candidates produced 
37 Liberal members. It seems to be 
‘accepted that Labour will inc 
strength in the House and there is no 
reason why a similar result should 
not accrue to Liberal effort. As a 
leader, Sir Herbert Samuel has lacked 
inspiration. He Is not endowed with 
‘the magnetism of a Lloyd George or 
the devastating brilliance of a Simon. 
He has, however, some of the solid 
qualities for which Mr. Baldwin -is 
admired and to them he adds real in- 
tellectual ability and a proved reputa- 
ton as a man of affairs. In the House 
‘of Commons during the last session 
he showed to considerable advantage, 
disclosing a satirical genius whicn 
may well prove a useful asset in the 
hurly-burly of an election, 


DELAYED ACTION 


‘The decision of the American 
Federation of Labour not to form its 
‘own political party is interesting and 
important, In other countries, Labour 
hus eventually sought to secure its 
own representation in the various 
Legislatures, and in a comparatively 
[short time has succeeded in making 
its weight felt and indeed in ultimate- 
ly securing office. Under the in- 
fluence of the conservative leaders 
the Federation defeated the propcsal, 
Jand those who advocated independent 
faction in the Congressional and Pr 
dential elections next 
defeated. While a Party which i 
fable to throw its weight from one 
Jot the major Parties to the other 
may at times ‘wield a considerable 
Jamount of influence, and indeed prove 
fa thorn in the side of the Govern- 
Jment—as the Home Rule Party did 
‘on one or two oceasions in the House 
Jof Commons when the Liberals and 
Conservatives were so closely 
matched in numbers—it is never, s0 
long as it falls to come forward as 
@ political entity, likely to secure 
power. It oan, therefore, only pro- 
ceed by a system of bargaining which 
In the long run merely amounts to 
compromise in which Labour as 
1 rule gets the worst of the bargain, 
Coaservative opinion amongst the 
Republicans and Democrats must to 
fa very great extent be hostile towards 
feven the legitimate aspirations of 
Labour, and its only chance’of finally 
achieving its objects is to form a 
parly which may carry its weight into 
[Congress and make it felt. Thus the 
[desire expressed for a constituljonal 
famendment providing for Federal 
regulation of hours wages and trade 





















































labour interests have no political stick 
Jor their own to wield at Washington, 
Indeed were a Labour Party actually 
in existence, and. in power. it 1 
[doubtful whether the passage of such 
Jan amendment would be any the 
easier, but it is quite certain that so 
ong as it has to depend upon bargain- 
ing before the elections there is only 
the remotest likelihood of its ever 
attaining its ambition. A Labour 
Party will doubtless one of these day! 
‘be formed, but the more that is post-

LORD CARSON 


The passing of Lord Carson is a 
tragic event which had been dis~ 
counted in advance, not merely be. 
Jeause of his earlier serious illness but 
because he had virtually abandoned 
public life. A brilliant advocate, Lord 
Carson attained to high offlee and 
achieved much worldly success, but 
he will be remembered as a staunch 
loyalist to strongly held political 
principles. ‘Those convictions hap- 
ened to attach him to a party with 
Which on other matters he had little 
real sympathy. He was not a Cone 
[servative, except in so far as he found 
in that party his chief support for 
his Unionist creed. “Unfaltering couc~ 
age was his; if it led him to the 
bbrick of deflance of the constitution- 
lism, which in other respects, he so 
tenaciously upheld, he managed to 
retain the esteem of opponents and 
supporters alike. Of his triumphs in 
‘the profession which he adorned, 
much has been said. In a sense, like 
his younger and no less brilliant 
comrade, the late Lord Birkenhead, 
‘he may rank with the statesmen who 
falled to reach the highest plane to 
which their ability, talents and early 
promise ‘entitled them to look. ‘The 
failure, by Lord Carson at all events,

“MERCY MURDER” 


Supporters of euthanasia will un- 
doubledly welcome the verdict given 
by the jury in the "merey murder” 
trial, whereby a young woman 
of twenty was acquitted of a charge 
‘of murdering her mother, a patient in 
‘2 mental hospital, by administering a 
poison, for the purpose of shortening 
her sufferings. ‘The girl gave her| 
mother the poison in some sweetmeats| 
and the latter died the following 
‘week from bronchial pneumonia. Mr. 
Norman Birkett, xc, for the dé 
fence, successfully contended that the 
vital link between the administration 
‘of the drug and the incidence of the 
fatal illness had not been proved, 
with the result that the accused was 
‘equitted. In one way that Is to be 
regretted. On the accused's own ad 
‘missions ' she did administer poison 
for the purpose of killing her mothe: 
the motive might from one point of 
view be admirable, but the fact re- 
‘mains that whether her act did cause 
th oF not, the deed was one for| 
which she cotld and should have been, 
Punished, It 1s obviously against the 
ublic interest that persons without 
ny special knowledge, and, therefore, 
without the necessary qualifications. 
should be allowed to make decisions 
terminating a life. For fully qualified 
eople the forming of such a judg- 
ment must be fraught with greatest 
responsibility. Tt Is not a “matter 
which can be decided. light, and 
certainly not by the ignorant. Thus 
white there may be much to be said 
for a legal and properly controlled 
system of euthanasia, nothing but 
condemnation can be possible for: 
‘such acts as that of which the young 
woman in question has been adjudged 
innocent. On the facts the jury does 
not appear to have gone very far 
‘wrong, but It seems a pity that where 
there is a possibility of a trial ending 
fas it has in this case, some additional 
charge could not have been made if 
only for the ‘purpose of impressing 
upon the accused and the public 



































sit VYELL V¥VYAN 


In 1906 Lieutenant Vyell Vyvyan wes 
promoted Commander and appcinted 
Flag Commander to Viee-Admitol Sir 
Arthur Moore then in command of the 
China Station.” He died in London on 
the last day of September, Air Viee- 
Marshal Sir Vyell Vyvyai, Beach- 
master at Anzac in’ 1915, Captain 
Vyvyan, as he was then, after com: 
manding HOMES. Endymion, was ap- 
pointed to the Air Department of the 
‘Admiralty, On the creation of the 
Royal Air Force he was regraded as 
Colonel and temporary Brigadier 
|General. In 1919 when ihe Roya! Air 
Force's own titles were devised, he 
became Air Commodore and was 
promoted to Air Vice-Marshal in the 
‘same year. He retired in 1925 and 
became a Director of Imperial Air- 
ways Limited. On the first regular 
tirsmail service to India in 1929 he 
Mew with the present Secretaty of 
State’ for Forel Affairs, then 
Secretary of State for Air as a fellow 
passenger to Cairo. Sir Vyell in the 
journey to India and back covered 
15,006 miles in 15 days. “He won the 
DSO. at Anzac. He may be fairly 
considered to have been one of the 
pioneers of air development in fhe 
British Empire.

River Level Ten Feet Above Surrounding Country: 
People Resort to Arms to Secure Food 


Feost Our Own 


Haichow, Oct. 19. 
‘The situation in this section grows 
more. serious each day. Instesd of 
falling, the flood waters continue to 
Fise, In some places the current is 
‘more than ten feet above the adjacent 
Hiand, and only is being held in by 
the constantly repaired dykes. There 
fs a section of the Salt River or Salt! 
Canal dyke, very near Panpu (Kuan- 
yun), which protects the eastern 
Suetch ‘of country for many miles, 
the western side already being a 
veritable sea of water. The water 
‘comes right up to the top level. 
‘This particular point is of special 
Interest, because, should the dyke 
break here there would be little hope 


‘of saving a large part of the salt|a 


works from destruction. ‘This would 
fentail a tremendous loss to the Hwai 
pen Salt Adminstration, “A break at 
This point when” the pressure is so 
‘great, also would mean not only the 
fnundation of thousands of acres of 
land with its consequent ruin of the’ 

for a wheat erop this year 
‘But it-would mean also the destruc- 
tion of many houses, and loss of life. 
The Salt Administration is trying to 
keep this section intact by rushing 
the work of strengthening the dyke. 
It'is a race between the labour and 
water. 


Continuous Rise of Water 
A sinister side ig added bythe ime 
perceptibllity of the rise, the per- 
JSistent inexorable —inch-by-inch  in- 
ferease of the water level and the 
mile-by-maile increase in the amount 
‘of inundated land. Only at certain 
points, where dykes suddenly gave 
Way, is there a great rush of water. 
Tt seems a steady resistless rise, 
which appears to” carry everything 
Before it The fact that the country 
was suffering from drought before 
‘the floods came adds to the un- 
‘eanniness of the whole situation. 
‘Whence does all the water come? It 
{g hard to realize that it is coming 
from the far distant Yellow River. 
For the frst time in memory people 
‘on the Kuan River, down near Chen- 
‘chiakang, close to the sea in the 
Southeastern part of the Halchow 
District now ‘are drinking Yellow 
River water. They are able for the 
first time to get fresh water, water 
‘they can drink, from what is usually 
briny tide-water, ‘This shows what 
large volume of water is pouring to 
he sea through this section, having 
passed through several provinces. 


Conseripted Labour 

‘The trek of the thousands of con- 
scripted labourers who pass on their 
way to augment those wha are en- 
gaged in dyke building and repairs 
{a pitiful sight. One lay exhausted 
{m front of the American Presbyterian 
‘Mission Hospital, who was returning 
from a period of forced labour. On 
being asked his trouble, he sald he 
had been working day and night, 
standing in water sometimes, up to 
his waist, digging, digging, digging, 
hours on end throwing earth on the 
dyke. 

‘Old men and boys and even some 
women trudge along, with their 
shovels ind picks, their small bundles 
of cover or clothing, and their grass 
Faincoals—truly a. heart-sickening 
sigh.

FRESH FLOODS AT 
YAOWAN 


‘Thousands Homele 
to Rebuild Their Houses 
Yromt Ou OWN Connesronoent 


Sutslen, Oct. 5. 

On October 3, at 10 p.m, the ‘ood 
jwates trom the Yellow River broke 
Into the elty of Yaowan, on the east 
Juank of the Grand Canal, about 27 
miles above Sutsion City. Exact 
details are not yot obtainable here, 
fout 1 seems probable that a good 
many lives were lost, and large num- 
bers’ of mud houses have atready 
collapsed. 

‘Yaowan Is a clty of considerable 
size, the “population is estimated 
Jabout 20,000, It has no brick wall, 
[but has a fairly good mud wall, ‘The 
mud wall on the west coincides with 

ft bank of the Grand Canal, 
}Yaowan has been known long os an 
important centre for shipping grain. 

‘When the flood came round the elty, 
the gates which were situated on low 
ground were partly stopped, to keep 
fout the water. Reports indicate that 
the water did not actually overflow, 
‘the mud wall, but the water has been 
soaking into the mud for such a long 
{time that the wall was weakened, and 
finally collapsed. 

‘As the water rushed In the unfor- 
tunate people who lived in the low 
ections fled to higher ground. The 
general report Is that several dozens 
‘were drowned: the exact number will 
be very difficult to determine. Many 
refugees reached the main street, 
jwhich is still above water. The people 
jare sald to be camping along the 
street, under awnings, ete. Some 
were marooned on houses oF tn trees 
for a time until boats could go to 
thelr rescue, 

‘Mud houses cannot stand in the 
water very ong, the walls soon dis 
solve. Probably’ most of the hous. 
fin the flooded district already have 
fallen and the others will fall soon. 
‘Thousands and thousands of the In- 

‘of Yaowan will not ovly be 
during the flood, but they 
}will be financially unable ‘to rebuild 
thelr houses after the water recedes. 
[Steanwhile, large numbers of them 
fare penniless and starving. 

‘A'few days ago, the west bank of 
the Grand Canal above Dzacho, 
thirteen miles above Sutslen, broke.

Canton, Oct. 10. 

Since the opium suppression fes- 
tival of some twenty years ago, 
there has never been such a red let 
ter day in Canton. Last night the 
‘dragons had thelr eyes opened by add~ 
ing the dots without which they are 
absolutely blind, and three of them 
were paraded about, The finishing 
touches were put on the pal laus, the 
last streamer hung high overhead 
above the streets, which were packed 
with merry-makers, 

Five newly-born dragons. will 
squirm about to thrill the festival 
multitude, Largest is from Sin Wel, 
stretching out $00 feet from brow to 
tip of tall, which 200 men will carry. 
Its pelt is of silk with an outer coat- 
{ing of gold leaf, and $0,000 was “sunk 
into its fabrication. Tt took over 
$1,000 to bring it, and its human “in- 
sides” to the big city. 

‘Arches to the number of 90 span the 
principal streets. Strings of electric 
ights, of flags, and fancy paper fes~ 
toons’ fll in the spaces between the 
arches, Stands where old plays will 
be staged total thirteen. 

Dragon Boat Races 

With the starting line at the Pe 
River Steel Bridge 58 dragon boats 
‘will race for the Chen Chi-tang silver 
trophy and a silk flag to-morrow. 
There will also be second and third 
prizes, “From five counties the pride 
of the countryside have come to Can~ 
ton to contend for the name of being 
the swittest. 

'A gigantic ink-drawing of a dragon 
which an artist of the Sung Dynasty 
turned out _will_be on exhibition in 
the Ching Wel Park, the old British 
Yomen, ‘The same artist specialized 
in dragons and two of his handwork 
hhave been sold abroad for almost ta- 
bulous prices, 

Hundreds have been loft at the 
landing stages without an inch of 
space left for them to fit into on the 
passage boats—400,000 have gotten to 
Canton, many more will be disgorged 
by passage boats due to-day. All 
price reductions are “off” at all hotels 
‘and lodging houses, and when more 
than one is crammed into a room 
each occupant is being charged the 

















full price. 
‘Vacant stores have been converted 
Into temporary places of lodging. 


Cheap beds have been put in rows 
in hospital wards, and every bed has 
been snapped up at $1 apiece per 
night. Poorer visitors are sleeping on 
the sidewalks, 

‘The police locked up 180 undesir~ 
ables, pickpockets and others who 
live by thelr wits.,Known criminals 
number 600, but the others melted 
away to keep out of gaol. Arrests 
for stealing are likely to be few and 
far between during the festival. 


Military Tattoo 

Coming at the self-same hour, no- 
body could be on the speakers’ plat- 
form at the East Parade Ground and 
also have a seat on the reviewing 
‘and at the military tattoo, So the 
ipper circle sat to watch the infantry 
march by, and only those in more 
humbler circumstances were out in

LANCHOW EXPLOSION 
KILLS HUNDREDS 


Fire Renders the Calamity 
Still Worse

An explosion of unprecedented 
magnitude occurred in the munitions 
magazine at Lanchow, the capital 
ity of Kansu, last Sunday, resulting 
in” many casualties, according to 
bolated reports reaching here to-day. 
‘The explosion occurred at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, carelessness in un- 
loading ‘being ‘the cause. Tt was 
followed by a fre, which raged 
throughout the afternoon and night, 
and was not controlled until next 


/morning. 
‘The exact number of deaths has 
not yet been ascertained, though it 





fs stated that several hundred. s6l- 
Jdlers and inhabitants elther were 
killed oF injured in the explosion and. 
in the conflagration which ensued. 
Much of the material damage was 
ldone by the fire. Several hundred 
fhouses were burned to the ground. 
In view of the seriousness of the 
tragedy, the Kansu provincial goy- 
ernment has appropriated $30,000 as 
relief fund for the families of the 
victims. Mr. Shao Li-tse, chairman 
Jof the Shensi provincial government, 
remilted $1,000 to Gen. Chu Shao- 
ang, chairman of the Kansu previn- 
lal government, asking the latter to

KWEICHOW 
Innovations in Postal 
Administration 
Frost Oon Own Cosmmsrosomrt 


Kiensi, Seot. 23. 

‘The season has been good for crops. 
Poor or poorly-tended lands of course 
‘suffered from the drought. We had 
two fairly long spells of hot, dry’ 
weather, but no serious drought. A. 
good average harvest of corn is being 
stored, and the tice crop will be 
above ‘the average, in spite of felds 
directly dependent on showers, which 
were very short. The price of grain 
did not rise at ali during the summer, 
‘which indicates that in addition t0| 
some surplus from last year there is| 
assurance of enough of this crop to 
‘carry through. 

‘Now people are making prepara- 
tion for Autumn planting. ‘There is 
uncertainty about what to plant. Still 
no offclal orders forbidding poppy, 
but it is well known that suppression 
Is definitely scheduled; s0 they might 
be ordered to destroy the growing 
erop, as once before when suppres 
sion ‘was on. And even if allowed to 
gather the crop will they find a market 
which makes it worth while? The| 
farmers are in a quandary. Probably 
they will decide to risk another crop 
of poppy — especially since most of 
them have taken to smoking aad want 
thelr own supply. 

‘A fair proportion of people are 
making a pretence of quitting the 
‘oplum habit. Probably a few of them 
really will get clear of both opium 
and medicine, 

Currency Reform 

I am agreeably surprised at the: 
success of the currency reform in~ 
troduced by the National troops. The 
paper money is keeping up to par, 
even at a premium for some issues, 
Szechuen bank notes are not wanted 
here, probably because there is litte 
direct trade in that direction. 

‘And a surprising turn of conditions 
is the boost given the Post Office 
business. Hitherto our Post Omlce 
hhas not been allowed to do any con- 
siderable money order business be- 
‘cause there was no dependable way 
of remitting the funds to the head 
office in Kwelyang. Now the troops 
ested here are ready to take all 
available funds against orders on 
Kwelyang. And as many of the 
soldiers are wanting to send money 
home, the Post Ofice is doing a fine 
line of business. I am wondering too 
what has happened in the upper: 
strata of Post Office administration to 
‘use such extension of servic, 

‘There is a strong propaganda of 
COD. mail order service. which will 
doubtiess draw much business. And 
I was surprised to see in the office 
the oficial book list, four volumes 
closely printed with ‘names and de- 
scriptions of books which can be 
ordered through the Post Office I don’t 
know what other schemes of increased 
service are being put into operation. 
So far as I know the Postal Savings 
service is not being extended to these 
far away points. But probably ere 
long it will, if the long desired unifi- 
‘cation of the country establishes na- 
tonal currency. 

‘We hear from various parts. of 
the province of disorders causod by 
larger bodies of the former Kweichow 
army who refused to be amalgamated 
{nto the National army. Apparently 
they are being hunted down. And 
no doubt the scattered rufflans of 
‘Wang Chia-lieh's collection who are 
operating as local robbers will be put 
‘out of business by and by. 


New Motor Road Seldom 


Motor transport is not crowded yet 
on our road. Think of having torn up. 
a strip of people's land 20/25 yd. 
wide and impressed labour to level 
and surface it in order to carry half 
4 dozen cars per week!

Canton Determined to Force Resolutions: Separate 
Congress Possible

Canton, Oct. 14.

Not having been 
submitted earlier than three months | 
before the date appointed for open 
ing the Congress, they may only be| 
brought up by ‘individual submis- 
sion, and not by the Central Govern- 
ment 

‘The Southwest Government will 
reply in effect that this three months’ 
rule means not a thing. All that 
the Central Government propose to 
lay before the Congress {t showld— 
three months at very latest before 
the sitting of the ‘Congress—have 
brought to the attention of the 
various provinees. Since it the 
government has been remiss in this 
‘duty, it cannot say that the south- 
west is now barred from submitting, 
{ts proposals direct to the capital. 


When Mr. Huang Shao-hsiung was| 
here, seemingly an accord was 
reached; it appeared that all would 
be smooth sailing, for Canton would 
Jdrop its demand for legislative 
Jaction that would militate » against 
harmonious relations between North 
and South.

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FINANCIAL TROUBLES 
IN SZECHUEN 


‘The Italo-Ethiopian Dispute 
and: the Wood-oil Markets 
Prost 4 Conastonoenr 


Chungking, Oct, 19. 

Further financial trouble is being 
‘experienced in connection with the 
redemption of the Szechuen Pro 
vinelal Bank notes and the introdue-

Bank and the Centra! Bank of China 
to take steps to remedy the present 
state of affalrs. 

‘Meanwhile, the Ministry of Finance

notes, issued in Shanghal, in Sze- 














chuen at the same value as Central 
Banknotes. A proclamation to. the 
‘public was issued to this effect, toxe- 


ther with a warning that severe mea- 
sures will be adopted towards those 
found depreciating the value of 
Central Banknotes to their own 
profi, With the exception of the 
Gentral Bank of China, all_ banks 
stopped changing Szechien Provin- 
lal Banknotes on October 13, as 
‘over $20,000,000 worth already’ had 
‘been redeemed, 
‘The Wood-Oll Markets

REDS FACE ACUTE 
FOOD SHORTAGE 


Discord Between Leaders: 
Men Eat Roots and Bark 


Chengtu, Oct. 21. 

Following repeated defeats at the 
hands of the Government troops, the 
Reds, under Chu Teh and Mao Tseh- 
tung have become further demoralized 
and are now reported to be breaking 
Up into small bands ravaging the 
varlous border districts of Kansu and 
Shens: 

‘AS a result of discord between Hui 
Hsiang-chien, on the one hand, and 
Mao. and Chu, on the other, the 
remnant bandils are now moving 
about independently of their respec- 
tive leaders. Facing an acute food 
and ammunition shortage, the out-

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SENSATIONAL HARBIN TRIAL 


Alleged Murderer of Simon Kaspe Implicates High 
Officials in Dramatic Statement

Harbin, Oct. 13. 


‘The kidnapping and murder of the! 


young and brilliant pianist Simon 
Kaspe, owner of the Moderne Hotel 
In this city, was a world sensation 
at the time when It occurred, but it 
‘lmost faded from memory owing 
to more important events having 
lately occupied people's minds. ‘The 
wal of the alleged murderers has 
been going on steadily for many 
weeks, nothing new transpiring, till 
the day before yesterday when. one 
of the accused suddenly made a. 
Statement which caused an enormous 
Sensation and once more puts the 
ease in the limelight. 

The day was appointed for the 
cross examination of two of the ac- 
cused men, named Bezruchko and 
Zaltseft, the latter coming out with 
4 string of unexpected and sensational 
statements which made those present 
In. the Court absolutely gasp with 
surprise. 

Tt could be seen that Zaitsett was| 
wrently agilated and shortly after the 
opening of the trial, he asked for 
ten” minutes in which he would 
write all that he wanted to say to 
the Judge. He sald that he had much 
to say and that he knew all who 
were mixed up in this affair. After 
writing some words on the paper 
iven him, he sald, “Ihave kept 
quiet, but’ now I shalt tell al 

“The Procurator has stated that the 
leader of the yang was Martinoff, but 
he is not the head.

‘Tragic Death of Popular 
Bank Manager 
‘Frose Oun Own Comusroxsers 


Harbin, Oct. 16, 
The body of Mr. N. D,- Buyanov- 
sky, general manager of ‘the Banque 
Franco-Asiatique, was found yester~ 
day in the lavatory of his home. It 
was suspended by a loop of neckties 
fo the ceiling, Medical assistance 
was summoned, whose services were 
of no avail. Deceased had returned 
‘at noon from his office, had written 
‘2 few letters, and when he did not 
Feappear in the afternoon, a search 
was made. 

“The police being summoned, made 
a search of his. private study and 
five letters were found, all of the: 
tenor that he could not find strength 
to struggle any longer with his work 
and begging his staf, his wife and his 
many friends to forgive him.

‘There was also a letter to the 
Archbishop Meleti asking him to for- 
igive him.

‘The late Mr, N. D. Buyanovsky 
hhas been ‘a well ‘known figure in 
Harbin life for many years and had 
‘been connected with banking busl- 
ress from his youth.

‘Tremendous Fertility of Chengtu Plain: Food 
Stuffs Exceptionally Cheap

‘Yachow, Sze., Sept. 21 
Leaving Klating, on the right bank 
ot the Min River, and close to the 
junetion of three very important 
rivers, the traveller going west can- 
not fail to be impressed by the new 
fand strange ethnological and geo- 
Braphical conditions before him. 
Stretching far to the north lies the 
famous Chengtu Plain, probably the 
most fertile stretch of country in the 
‘world; here famine is practically un- 
known, and two enormous rice crops 
are garnered each year. ‘The people 
fare fat and flourishing and in spite 
of heavy and intolerable taxes manage 
to consume much pork and many 
‘Vegetables, Food is very cheap and 
‘ penny-worth of rice and a penny 
worth of bean-curd and vegetables 
made quite a comfortable meal. A 
half-penny's worth of rice was just 
about my limit, to which I added a 
tile milk and ‘some cream crackers. 
We left Klating in the rain and 
tured our faces" west towards the 
great Tibetan buttress. There was no 
mistaking the new nature of the coun- 
‘fey ond the new conditions of the 
people, We caught a glimpse of the 

















Tung River which rises in far away 
‘Tibet, passes quite close to Tachlenu, 
and with stern fury dashes against the 

‘stone 


rock below the feet of the 
‘Buddha placidly seated with hi 
‘eyes gazing towards to Land 
Lamas. Why should Buddha sit there 
0 calmly and why should the cold 
‘waters from this mysterious land dash 
#0 flereely against his feet. Why 
should he look so“intently on the land 
hhe holds so tightly? His huge figur 
earved out of the solid rock, sits 
guarding, day and night, the home of 
the redrobed Lama. Age, however, is 
now beginning to. play ‘havoc with 
the old stone Buddha, and the old 
‘man still sits and quietly pays the 
price of his residence in the rock. 
Fallacy of Paying In Advance 
‘We started trom the centre of the 
city ‘with thirteen coolies but before 
‘we reached the outskirts, number one 
had disappeared. He had received in 
‘advance one dollar which we im- 
mediately put down as a dead loss. 
Ono hour waiting for the coolies to 
turn up and one hour waiting till they 
fhad finished their breakfast made it 
‘well past nine o'clock before we sot 
under way. Leaving Klating the frst 





















cooltes, after a hot bre 
‘smoke of opium, now were carrying 
along with a fine spring. ‘The com- 
mon mode of travel in Szechuen is 
by means of what Is known ag 1 
Shua-gang’ which is simply two long: 
bamboo poles, with an arrangement. 
for a seat, also made of bamboo, and 
fon which the traveller places his rug. 
‘The ‘hua-gang’ is carried by two 
coolies and it is quite a simple matter 
Jumping out and in. 

‘When the roads are good this mode 
of travel 1s quite comfortable and con- 
venient and should the traveller bo 
sleepy a sound sleep is not far nway. 
So sleepy became one weary traveller 
that themen had placed the “hua-gang’ 
‘between two benches before he awoke. 














the Theautitut scenery 
along. 
‘The Peanut ‘That Sprawls 

Szechuen is indeed a luxuriant 
province. On each side of the great 
highway stretched flelds of peanuts 
which the farmer's wife and children 
‘were gathering. ‘The peanut plant 
imply’ sprawls and crawls allover 
‘the ground and frequently there was 
8 different crop growing over head. 
Nothing is lost in a Chinese fel 
may be peas and beans above and 
some useful vegetable underneath. 
‘The rich alluvial Chongtu Plain is not 
only amusingly fertile but absolutely 
prodigal in its production of opium, 
Flee, sugar cane, rape and vegetables. 

‘The Chinese have a saying that it 
‘would be nice to be born here, grow 
up there, exist here and die’ there, 
‘and Szechuen is the place the people 
‘would like to live in, as there always 
ig an abundance of ‘food. Shani is 
diven as the place to be buried as the 
mud there 1s apparently quite good 
‘and deep. Chienchang isthe place 
to dio as the coffin wood there is very 
food and thick. 

‘We spent our first night at Jachiang, 
@ busy litle city on the left bank of 
‘the Ya River. We were supposed to 
reach Muchenkai but we didn't, Our 
‘fu-teo’ a heavy opium smoker, as- 
ured us that with him nothing was 
impossible. 

He patted his chest and informed 
‘us that reaching the day's destination 
‘was a mere bagatelle. By five-thirty 
S'clock we weke still six miles from 
‘Muchangkai when our ‘fu-teo’ told us 
‘that Jachlang was quite a nice place 
to spond the night. But for the heavy 
roads we would have pushed on and 
Jet our head coolios see we meant. 
‘pusiness—but what's the use? We 
found an inn in an extreme state of 


























Jdilapidation and shortly after we got 
Jour camp-cots spread out about 
twenty men carried a tremendous 
Jcofin to the door and applied for en 
trance, ‘This was impossible so the 
fneavy coffin 1ay all night outside the 
fan. 
‘Three Pennies for Dinner 

For the sum of three pennies we| 
fpoth enjoyed a nice vermicelli dinner 
In a ‘mien’ shop next door. We had 
three kinds of meat patties, delicious, 
‘and several bowls of hot, steaming 
vermicelll. We returned io the inn 
for a cup of tea and very soon we 
[became the natural object ‘of wonder 
Jand amusement to a hard staring 
Jerowd of onlookers. We had to 
Janswer all kinds of questions, assume 
fall kinds of attitudes, and suppress all 
kinds of feelings. ‘The crowd watch- 
Ing. our every movernent must have 
Jseen Europeans before, but perhaps 
‘we were a little different, pethaps 
they ‘could detect a slight’ variation 
‘between a Scotsman and an English- 
man, and so the mob continued to 
stare. 

‘A young Chinese gir! came in and 
sat beside my wife, ‘The crowd were 
not slow to tell us she was a Christian 
‘and had only recently been baptized. 
The girl was only thirteen years old 
‘and was the only believer in her 
family. We were very interested in 
her story and quite surprised at her 
knowledge of the Christian religion. 
Before that large crowd she was not 
ashamed of the Gospel of Christ and 
prepared to take her stand no matter 
‘what it would cost. 

Sleep was quite Impossible as one’ 
{ellow persisted in telling stories until 
it was nearly time to get up. Day- 
ight was ereeping on us when we 
‘arose and shouted for the coolies to 
rise, ‘They id so but made for aif. 
ferent opium dens in the vicinity of 
the Inn. How to find them was now 
the ditieulty; one coolle rushed off to 
bring the others but falled to appear 
himself, Two hours later we were 
slowly" picking our way out of 
Jachlang, another man short. The 
tucteo’ now had to carry a light load, 
{taking the place of the missing car- 
rier.” After breakfast we passed. a 
most interesting and dangerous part 
fof the river known as ‘chien-fu-ngal" 
Jor the ‘Thousand Buddha Clift. 
Hundreds of little Buddhas were 
neatly carved out of the solid rock, 
the idea being that Buddha with his 
jmany hands would stretch them out| 
to protect the Boats and rafts ap- 
jproaching this treacherous over- 
yhanging rock. 

Engineering Marvel 

We also pasted at this point a most 
Interesting bit of Chinese engineering. 
[For about five miles a passage had 
been cut through the rock bringing 
water to a water wheel. How these 
}men hundreds of years ago got their 
levels It 1s dificult to say but the 
work was well done, showing that 
some one must have had the brains 
Jot an engineer, At this point we 
crossed the Ya and had a cup of tea 
Jat ‘Muchengkal, the place we were 
[supposed to reach the previous night. 

‘We crossed the river again to the 
eft bank of the Ya and followed it 
unfit we eame directly opposite Loba 
Jand here we crossed again. Beyond 
Toba we recrossed the river and 
Jclimbed the Tsuchinkuan. At the 
ttle village below the pass one of 
Jour coolies smashed a Chinese tea cup. 
Having insufficient money to pay 
for it the proprietor threatened to 
deciothe the coolle before he left the 
shop. A short, stiff climb over the 
pass brought us to within twenty miles 
Jot Yachow. Rain began to pour as 























itlwe neared ‘Tsaoba, our resting place 


for the night. We found every avail- 
lable inn packed tight with soldiers 
but after wandering about a friendly 
merchant took us in to his shop, 
graciously pulting up our eleven 
coolies and ourselves. 

‘Yachow Crowded with Soldiers 

Next morning we again crossed the 
river, risking our lives in doing so on 
Ja dangerous and overloaded boat. 
'The last few miles into Yachow were 
Jatong terribly muddy roads. ‘The men 
jearrying us on the kamboo poles per- 
formed the feat of swearing and curs- 
{ing at the men who didn’t build better 
roads. One coolie said "Never again” 
‘and the other replied “not on your 
life, even if you gave me $100." About| 
mid-day Yachow was reached and we 
fwere more than surprised to find the 
jelty densely packed ‘with soldiers be- 
Hionging to the 24th and 20th armies 
Jand also many Nationalist troops. 
[Shops and houses and temples and 
public buldings are all packed with 
soldiers who had come up for ex- 
JamMation before Gen. Liu. What is 
fon, and what is up, and what {s com 
ing, no one seems to know, but every- 
Jone believes that now Gen. Chiang 
{is in control, somehow things will go 
alright, and we hope so.

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SENSATIONAL MUKDEN ARRESTS 


Employees of British Concerns Taken Into Custody: 
Huge Building Programme

Ci 
five doctors, two male nurses and 
fone technician from the Mukden 
Hospital, “Missionary medical centre 
whose great work for the people of 
this district has long been recognized 
as an outstanding example of British 
missionary effort; the assistant com- 
pradore of the Hongkong & Shanghai 
Banking Corporation; teachers in the 
middie school, maintained by British 
‘missions; two Chinese from the Brit- 
{sh Cigarette Company's Mukden fac- 
tory; pupils from a mission school 
fer gifls, and the steward from the 
International Golf Club, A very 
mixed bag. was the first comment 
heard on Saturday. 

‘But it seemed perplexing that the 
Chinese taken were all connected 
with British firms and organizations, 
nor was the explanation that British 
Interests greatly outnumbered those 
of other ‘nationalities found accept~ 
fable, In some instances permission 
was sought by the police for the 
entering of British property but, at 
Teast two instances are reported 
where flagrant violation of private 
rights were apparently committed. 
‘A foreign bachelors’ mess on prem-

cern were entered and searched, and) 
very late on the night of Sundas 
October 13, the police are reported 
to have forced thelr way into British 
premises and there arrested a gis!

No Offelat Statement

But the de-| 
ind Kept well ahead of the supply, 
fand rents showed no tendeney to fall. 
‘Some mabitious persons who look for.

Although it was generally be- 
Heved that a high price of silver 
would ald in the recovery of China, 
the purchasing power of the Chinese 
is negligible, Mr. Kikumoto pointed 
out,

opinion of the Central Party authori- 
ties, that another article be added, to 
provide that “The procedure for the 
enforcement of matters provided for 
in the Constitution shall, if neces- 
sary, be determined by law.” 

In conclusion, Dr, Foo said that, as 
revised by the Committee, the new 
Draft of the Constitution, consists of 
8 chapters, divided into’ 9 sections, 
comprising 149 articles. 


Non-Milllary President 


After the report of Dr. Foo, the 
meeting proceeded with consideration 
of the last Draft, and the amendments 
recommended by the Committee of 
Seven. 

‘Article 47 was deleted. ‘The deteted

‘The Distriets and ‘The Municipalities. 

Chapters 10 and 11, respectively on 
Finance and Military Affairs, were 
also deleted, 

Articles 169 and 160 of Chapter 10 
dealing with the power of taxation 
of the Government, etc. were i 
corporated into the ‘Chapter on Na- 
tional Economic Life. 

‘The additional Article recommend- 
ed to be added to the Chapter on the 
‘Annex, was also adopted, 

‘Veto Power of President 


Whereas the foregoing revisions, 
recommended by the Committee of 
Seven, were passed unanimously, the 
veto power to the President, as ‘pro- 
vided for in Article 71, ‘was the 
subject of lengthy discussion. 

‘Article 71 read: 

‘the President may, before pro- 
mulgation or execution of a legisla- 
tive measure adopted by the Legisla- 
tive Yuan, request the said Yuan to 
reconsider it. “If the Legislative 
Yuan, after reconsideration, decides 
to confirm the original measure so 
referred to it, in accordance with the 
preceding paragraph, by a vote of| 
two-thirds or more ‘of its members 
present, the President shall im- 
mediately promulgate or execute the 
‘sald measure,” 

‘Tt was recommenced by the Com- 
mitlee of Seven that the second 
paragraph of the above Article be re- 
vised to read— 

“It the Legislative Yuan, after re~ 
consideration, decides to confirm the 
original measure so referred to it in 
accordance with the preceding para- 
graph by a vote of two-thirds oF 
more of its members present, the 
President may reserve said measure 
to the next National People's Con- 
gress for referendum.” 

‘Various opinions concerning the 
provi don were expressed by Messrs. 
Chen Chang-heng, John C. H. Wu, 
Hsia Chingslin, and Cheng Chung- 
hhsing, who suggested amendments in 
the phraseology as well as the con- 
tents of the Article. The opinion of 
Imr. Lin Ping, a member of the Com- 
mittee of Seven, carried most weight. 
‘Mr. Lin pointed out that the power 
‘of ‘the People’s Congress “to hold 
Feferendums on laws,” as provided 
for in Section 4 of Article 32 ap- 
plies only to referedum on Laws and 
not to Bills concerning declaration 
‘of war, negotiation of peace, or de- 
claration and termination of a state 
of emergency. 

If a clear distinction is not made 
in this Article regarding the powers 
of the Legislative Yuan and the Peo- 
ple's “Congress, in this connection, 
Mr. Lin sald, it would appear as if 
the People’s ‘Congress had also the 
ower of holding referendums on such 
falters as declaration of war, nego" 
lation of, peace, etc. 

‘Mr. Lin's: opinion was endorsed by 
President Sun Fo, who suggesed that! 
































the Article be referred to the Com- 
mittee of Seven for re-consideration 
President Sun's motion was unsnim 
‘ously approved. 

Appointment of Presidents 

‘The question of appointment of the 
Presidents of the Judicial and Examin- 
jon Yuans was another subject of 
‘debate, While it was provided in 
JArticles 77 and 87 respectively that 
the Presidents of the Judicial and 
/Examination Yuans shall be “ap- 
pointed by the President with the 
advice and consent of the Legisla- 
five Yuan,” the Committee of Seven 
recommenced that the phrase “with 
‘the advice and consent of the Lesis- 
lative Yuen” be struck out, 

With reference to opposition views 
lexpressed by various members, Presi- 
Jdent Sun Fo explained that | the: 
President exercises the power of ap- 
pointing the Presidents of the said 
Yuans in his capacity as the real 
Executive and Head of the State, and 
jon behalf of the People’s Congress, 
‘The presidents of the said Yuans 
should therefore be appointed by the! 
President but be responsible to the 
People's Congress. 

‘Moreover, President Sun continued, 
jas the Legislative Yuan is merely} 
Jone of the five Yuans under the! 
National Government and is on 
the same footing as the other Yuans.| 
to require its advice and consent (0 
the appointment of the Presidents of 
the Judicial and Examination Yuans| 
not only would confuse the system 
‘of Government, but would also be 
‘Inconsistent with the principle of the 
mutual independence of the powers 
‘(Yuans). 

‘The amendment recommended by 
the Committee was thereupon passed 
by a majority vote. 

‘Articles 98 and 100 relating to the 
procedure of impeachment by the 
Censor (or Control) Yuan’ were 
deleted. 





‘The most heated debate took place 
when the meeting took up the Article| 
concerning the procedure for the en- 
forcement of the provisions of the 
Constitution, which was added by the 
Committee ‘of Seven to the last 
chapter of the draft. The sald Art- 
fle, according to the original draft 
of the Standing Committee of the 
©. EC, read—"The procedure for 
the enforcement of the Constitu- 
ion shall be determined by law.” 
This was revised by the Committes 
of Seven to read:—The procedure 
for the’ enforcement of matters pro- 
vided for in the Constitution shall, if 
necessary, be determined by law. 

‘Members were clearly divided as 
to the merits of this additional provi- 
sion. Various objections were Falsed 
against its insertion. “Those in, 
favour of it were also divided as to 
whether the original phraselogy, or 
the amended version of the sald 
provision as recommended by the 
[Committee of Seven, should be: 
adopted. 

‘The recommendation of the Com- 
mittee of Seven was adopted by a 
majority vote. 


Dratt Adopted 
‘The new draft of the Constitution 
was finally adopted at the 35th meet 
nig of the Legislative Yuan, yester- 
day. The meeting was presided 
‘over by President Sun Fo, with 71 
members in attendance, After hear- 
Ing a report by Dr. Foo Ping-chang, 
Chairman of the Committee of Seven 
which was charged with the re- 
consideration of Article 71 relating 
to the veto power of the President, it 
was resolved that the said article ‘be| 
amended, according to the motion of 
President Sun Fo, to read:— 

“The President may, before pro~ 
mulgation or execution of a measure 
adopted by the Legislative Yuan, re- 
‘quest the sald Yuan to reconsider it 
It the Legislative Yuan, after  re- 
consideration, decides to confirm the 
original measure so referred to it, in 
accordance with the — preceding 





paragraph, by a vote of two-thirds 
‘or more of its members present, the 
President shall immediately promul- 
gate or execute the sald” measure; 
provided that in case of a legislative 
‘measure or one concerning the con- 
clusion of treaties, the President may 
request the next National People's 
Congress to hold a referendum 
thereon.” 

Omitting the procedure of a third 
reading, the entire draft of the Con- 
stitution, as revised, was put to the 
vote by the Chairman, President Sun 
Fo. It was passed unanimously, 

As finally adopted by the Legisla 
live Yuan, the draft of the Constitu- 
tion now consists of 8 Chapters, 
‘comprising 150 Articles, divided into 
9 sections. The last draft, passed by 
the Legislative Yuan on October 16, 
1994, consisted of 12 Chapters, divided 
into’ 6 sections with a total of 178 
Articles. 

‘After the last Draft was passed by 
the Legislative Yuan on Oct. 16, 
1934, it was submitted, through the 
National Government, to the Central 
Party authorities. Later, it was 
brought up at the Sth Plenary Ses- 
sion of the 4th Central Executive 
Committee, held on December 10, 
1934, when it was declded to refer 
the Draft to the Standing Committee 
of the C. EC. On the 17th Inst, 
five general principles for the revi- 
sion of the last draft were enunciated 
by the Standing Committee of the 
C. EC. and referred, together with 
an annex, to the Legislative Yuan 
for enactment. 

On the same day, October 17, Mr. 
‘Sun Fo, President of the Legislative 
Yuan, immediately appointed a Com- 
mittee of Seven to examine and 
amend the Draft in accordance with 
the said five general principles en- 
uuneiated by the Central Party au- 
thorities. “It was upon the recom- 
mendations of this’ Committee of 
Seven that the Draft of the Constitu- 
tion was revised to assumed the 
present form as finally passed by the 
Legislative Yuan—Kuo Min,

MYSTERIOUS CHAPEL 
MURDER 


Woman Fatally Wounded in 
Escape to Straw Hut 


Fatally shot below the right 
shoulder, a Chinese woman, aged 
‘about 20, tumbled into an un-number~ 
fed straw hut in the Hungchen dis- 
frlet, Chapel, close to the Settlement 
Boundary, at about 240 a.m. on Thurs- 
day. Gasping, she asked for water. 
In view of her condition, the Chapel 
Police were informed and immediate- 
ly conveyed her ina taxi to St 
Elizabeth's Hospital, where she died 
‘shortly after noon. 

Police investigation was rendered 
extremely dificult, as the woman, 
during her brief period of conscious:

hhapper after her escape from his lair. 
‘The police were further puzzled by 
her statement, that his place was in 
Seymour Road, in view of the great 
distance between the two streets.

The principal variety is 
the China fir, with ushan and pine

lout by Dr. Foo Ping-shueng, chairman 
fof the Civil Codification Commission, 
ft a luncheon held on Tuesday, Oct. 
2, "in the Metropole Hotel by the 
British Universities’ and Schools’ 
Luncheon Club. 

‘The Kuomintang principles were! 
the essence of the teachings of Dr. 
'Sun Yat-sen, whose teachings were| 
not only mere ideals but were 
wonderfully practical. He aimed at 
Introducing to China the best in 
foreign legislation, while clinging to} 
the good features in the old Chinese 
system. 

‘The first of his three main groups| 
fof teachings dealt with those relating 
to political affairs, in which regard 
hhe ‘had the greatest admiration for 
the British and American forms of 
government—with particular ret 
exce to the personal liberty of the 
subject—and ‘combined tha two to 
form the "Five Power System” of 
Government. ‘The People’s Congress, 
with representatives from all. dis- 
tricts, war to have the power of 
electing oF recalling the ‘President 
‘and Vice-President of the Republic, 
the President of the Executive Yuan, 
the President of the Censors’ Yuan, 
members of the Lgcisiative Yuan, 
fand members of the Censors’ Yuan. 
‘The liberties and other rights of 
citizens were extremely well pro- 
teoted. 

‘The second group was concerned | 
‘with economie affairs, its most notable 
laws ‘being the Land Laws and the 
Labour Laws. With regard to the 
Land Laws, Dr. Sun was. greatly

He was, 
however, too practical to put ideals 
Into service without devising means 
to do to smoothly and gradually, and 
his principles wore closely followed 
by the Land Law Codification Com- 
mittee of the Legislative Yuan a few 
years ago when the present laws

‘The Kuomintang differed from the| 
‘Communists inasmuch as it never 
jadvocated class struggles. Dr. Sun 
had made it quite clear that the 
fruits of the revolution were for the 
/Bood of all the people. and they firm- 
iy. believed that co-operation was 
Possible between the different classes 
for the common good; the Labour 
Laws were drafted, along this line 
Jot thought.

ANNIVERSARY 


Drive for Scholarship Fund 
of $50,000 


A drive for $50,000 for the forma- 
tion of a scholarship fund for the 
benefit of poor Chinese students will 
be one of the features of the fitieth 
anniversary session of the China Con 
ference of the Southern Methodist 
Mission which was begun on Tuesday 
and will last until noon on Mo.day, 
November 4. This scholarship fund 
will enable a number of students each 




















year to go through college and com- 
plete an education which might other- 
jwise be unfinished through lack of 
‘Gnaneial resources, 


The conference will be under the 
leadership of Bishop Arthur J. 
Moore, who arrived in Shanghai a 
fortnight ago from a tour of his 
diocese, which, it may be mentioned, 
consists of Mexico, Africa, Europe, and 
‘Asia. In less depressed times,’ this 
Jdiocese is split up between three 
bishops. 

Each day's session will consist of a 
business meeting, a devotional service, 
jeabinet, board, and committee meet- 
ings, closing ‘with addresses each 
‘evening on phases of the mission's 
work, Special music will be rendered 
fatter’ these addresses by the Moore 
Memorial Church choir, the Southern 
[Methodist Russian Church choir, the 
MeTyeire School Glee Club,” the 
Pollang Village chair, or a massed 
choir of 400 voices, composed of 
singers from the six districts of the 
China Mission—Shanghal, Sungktang, 
‘Soochow, Huchow, Changchow, and 
‘Nanzing. Those delivering addresses. 
include Dr. W. G. Cram, general 
secretary of the Board of Missions, DF. 
W. F. Guillian, general secretary of 
the Board of Christian Education, and 
Dr. F. P. Manget, of the Board of 
Medical Work.

House “Hotel” Mr. Dern, "who

1. Johnson, U.S. Ambassador to 
China, as not only a cabinet member 
but an inventor and a trrmer 
governor of the Slate of Utah, sald: 
“We must all realize that we ean 
not build ourselves up by tearing 
others down. While foreign trade 1s 
reciprocal there is all good feeling. If 
competitive conditions arise It some- 
times becomes as disastrous as a war 
could be,” 
He also sald that “AMI peoples here 
should be Interested in developing 
reciprocal foreign trade." He men 














tioned that this reciprocal trade was 
the poticy of the United States, 
Mr. Dern, who spoke informally, 


told the tiffin audience that he was 
charmed with the atmosphere "of 
‘Shanghai and he sald that the frlend~ 
ly relation objective of the assocla- 
tion was “laudable” and In perfect 
accord not only with his personal 
views but with that of the United 
States Government which he char- 
acterized as “a peace loving country 
that, desires to live in peace and 
fharmony with all Its neighbours 
In connection with the inaugura- 
tion of the Philippine Commonwealth 
Mr. Dern said that the promise of 
his government to free the Philippines 
jwasa promise made in good faith 
that was being kept, He pointed out 
however that the ten year transition 
perlod seemed to be necessary for 
various reazons.

Ningpo Industrial 

With all the ereditors having agreed 
to the bank's scheme to resume busi- 
ness, the officials of the Ningpo In- 
dustrial Bank, Nanking Road, which 
closed’ on June 4 this year, are ar- 
Fanging to pay off 20 per’ cent. of 
the deposits’ with the bank shortly. 

Following discussions, the ereditors 
have agreed that 50 per cent. of their 
deposits shall be appropriated as capl- 
tal, 30 per cent. to be refunded in 
two years, and 20 per cent. to be 
relurned in the near future.

Shanghai’s Industrial Hordes Live in Unhealthy 
Conditions: Council Report 


Breaking new ground in the study 
of the health of workers “on the job", 
‘Dr. H. S. Gear's investigation, an 
account of which has just been pub- 


[shed by the Chinese Medical Ass0-| 


‘elation, makes an important contribu- 
{ion to soclal and medical science, Dr. 
Gear, formerly of the Henry Lester 
Tnstiiute ‘of Medical Researeh, was 
associated in his study with Dr. T. Y. 
Li, also of that Institution, Miss Dju 
Yu-bao, M.A, of the Industrial Sec- 
tion of the Shanghai Munteipal Coun~ 
cll, and Mrs. H. 8. Gear, BSc. The 
investigation’ was carried out in 
December, January and February last, 
‘and was terminated before originally 
proposed by the departure of Dr. 
Gear from Shanghal to take up his 
Rew pest as Director-General of 
Public Health in Pretoria, South 
Africa. 

Pointing out that the rise of a large’ 
‘urban industrial population in Shang- 
hal demanded a knowledge of the 
feffecis of their occupation on the 
health of workers, Dr. Gear records 
‘why the printing industry was first 
‘chosen, and how the investigation was 
‘carried out, “Shanghai has some large 
modern printing plants, but it has 
many small ones in alleyway houses. 
‘A study, therefore, of the health «f 
workers in these ‘last-named would 
reveal. interesting information not 
‘only. as to possible specife health 
bazards in the printing industry, but 
concerning the general health of those 
‘who work, sleep and eat in the con- 
‘gested premises originally  dzsigned 
‘as houses and converted to workshop 
use. 


























Approach to Subject 

‘The task of convincing the owners. 
fof shops that It was important for 
the study to be made, and of persuad~ 
ing ‘the workers to’ submit to ex- 
ymination—ineluding the drawing of 
‘drop of blood—fell to the skilful 
handling of Miss Dju Yu-bao. | To 
owners she used the argument that 
If China were to industrialize, it was 
‘essential that the health problems 
‘of industry should be understood, lest 
Industrialization prove to the ultimate 
disadvantage of the people. ‘To the 
‘workers she had to advance the argu- 
ment that in submitting themselves 
to examination they perhaps made 
‘more healthful situations possible in 
the future. It says much for the rea- 
sonableness of all concerned that her 
efforts met with success. 

Dr. Gear's deductions on the age 
of the workers is of interest, 00 per 
feent. of the 189 workers 
examined were below 20 year 
Jand 63 per cent. had been in the 
Industry less than five years. Only 
38 of the 189 were Shanghai born, the 
remainder having come from "the 
country districts, and 61 per cent. 
hhad been in Shanghai less than five 


























years. All these facts point to the 
frequently-changing labour force and 
the employment of young workers, 
many of whom are recruited by the 
contract system.

"Though the trachoma cases are not 
specifically relaled to the occupation, 
it is considered on the other hand 
‘that the large number of cases of 
conjunctivitis is largely the result of| 
the dark and dirty conditions of the 
]works. The performance of printing} 
rocesses taxes the eyesight consider- 
ably. A remarkable result of the 
study was the number of recent and 
‘old cases of “otitis media,” and Dr. 
Gear points out that the disability 
that arises in the varying degrees of 
destness is a great handicap in the 
struggle for existence. The nasal

Finally, dealing with tuberculosis, 
the report draws attention to its gen- 
eral high incidence in the Chinese 
community, but goes on to indicat 
that “employees who spend th 
whole existence, eating, sleeping and 
working in dirty, illeventilated, dark 
confined rooms, eating and drinking 
‘Out of the same utensils..." would 
be likely to show signs of the dlse 
‘Three definite cases of active pulm 
ary tuberculosis were found in the 
189 cases, and seven further cases 
classified ‘as strongly suspiclous of the 
‘early stages were discovered. 

in order to establish whether or not 
there was definite lead polsoning re- 
sulting from occupation, it was 
‘necessary to obtain a specimen of 
blood, which the investigators suc 
jeeeded in doing from all but four 
workers.”

Dr. Gear, in conclusion, sees that 
perhaps the most useful result of the 
relatively ploneer effort undertaken 
is that it ‘proved that such studles 
were able to be made. “When tho 
Programme was first mooted much 
scepticism was expressed even by 
those with long experience in China.” 
The study has shown that much ean 
bbe learned, and it is hoped that ad- 
@itlonal investigations in. the future 
will place the instrument of knows 
edge in the hands of those who arc 
{in @ position to use it in the direction 
of betterment.

vertibility It forms a more welcome 
security for mortgages than stocks 
“and bonds. Owners of real -proper- 
ty. in’ Shanghal can thus “always 

Dorrow money from Chinese “banks 

whenever necessary. by means of 

mortgage, so that possession of land 

Is almost’ equivalent to possession of 

ready cash. 


Effect of Silver Boom 


During the last year, as a result of 
the raising of the price of silver by 
the United States, foreign bankers in 
Shanghai have followed one another 
in exporting silver. ‘They have re- 
fused to accept morigage of real estate 
‘or to grant extension of time on exist 
ing mortgages, This has brought, 
‘about a sudden increase In the number 
Of properties offered for mortgage oF 
for sale and in consequence the value 
of land has sadly declined. As a 
greater part of the land in Shanghai 
Is owned by our countrymen, our loss 
is thus very great. ‘The fail in the 
Value of land is originally due to the 
tightening of eredit and the blow 
‘thus dealt to this most important ferm 
cf property tends in turn to oggra~ 
vate the market situation. ‘Thus the 
fall in the value of land and. the 
Lightening of the money market have 
constiluted a vicious eircle. ‘The 
way out of this difeulty ‘must le in 
the ‘encouragement of the realty 
‘mortgage business, The rellef thus 
to be afforded {0 realty owners is 
only a small matter, but the beneft 
to the whole credit’ system will be 
very great, 


























the realty 
mortgage business, the Government 
‘must first see that the loans advanced 
by mortgages should be easily re- 
coverable on the expiry of the 
mortgage term. This in turn depends 
fon the. speediness and effectiveness 
with which the rights under mortgage 
may be exercised. Both the British 
Law of Equity and the majority of 
‘the laws of the American States re- 
cognize the right of the mortgagee to 
Obtain by agreement with the m 
‘gagor the power to soll the mortgaged 
roperty by auction upon default. of 
payment on maturity. “The Civil 
Codes of Germany and Switzerland 
provide that the mortgagee upon de 
fault of payment on. maturity. may 
apply for disposal of the mortgaged 
Property according to the Rules. of 
Execution, ‘Though the British and 
‘American “laws differ with the Ger- 
‘man and Swiss codes in this respect, 
they agree in the point that the 
mortgagee does not have to bring an 
faction at Coury and to wait ntl 
Judgment has become final for the 
Fight to dispose of, the mortgaged 
property. 




















Provisions of the Law 


Article 873 of the Chinese Civil 
Code reads:— 

‘The mortgagee, who has not been 
pald at the maturity of an obligation 
fn hie favour, ean apply to the ‘Court 
fo have’ the "mortgaged property. sold 
by auetion ‘and tobe ald out of the 
Proceeds of the sale, 

‘This article was based on the Ger- 
man and Swiss codes. “In accordance 
with the purpose of the legislation, 
the Court, upon default of payment 
‘on maturity, shall sell the mortgaged 
Property by public auction; » this 
affords greater protection to’ mor 
agees than what Is provided in the 

















British and “American laws, as no 
requirement for Court action and 
Judgment is stipulated, Later, the 


Judicial Yuan issued the ‘following 
interpretation, character “Yuan,” No. 
403: 

Refore a mortgagee may sell by auc- 
on “any ‘mortgaged property in the 
lexcrelae of hie right, he must frst being 
fan action “and walt" until Judgment 
becomes Anal. . 

‘The reason for this Interpretation 
was because in Ching no laws for 
Jand registration and for sale by 
public auction have yet been formul- 
fated. Tt was therefore necessary {or 
the Government to be cautious to- 
wards the exercise of mortgage rights. 
(Vide “Judgment of the Supreme 
Court for civil ease No. 772, Charac- 
ter “Hang,” the 20th year of the Re- 
‘public of China.) As this was done 
fo ensure greater protection to the 
interests of mortgagors, we should 
‘not. find fault with the interpretation. 














Valuable Security Depreciated 


‘The interpretation, however, has 
led morjgagors to take advantage of| 


the provision for three trials and 
final judgment to gain time for the 
repayment of their debts, though 
they are quite sure that they must 
ultimately lose their case. ‘The long- 
fer a case is dragged through courts, 
the heavier becomes the mortgagor's 
ability, so that at the end both the 
‘mortgagor and the mortgagee will 
suffer through this provision. Persons 
‘or establishments in possession of 


money, seeing the lightness of the | 


protection afforded to. mortgages, 
will thus regard with disfavour ali 
Offers of mortgage of real estate. 
This tendency spreads very rapidly. 
Should real ‘estate in Shanghai one 
day prove unacceptable for mortgage, 
we do not know what the financial 
conditions of the community will be 
like, AS real estate constitutes the 
greatest part of the wealth of the 
entire city, the circulation of this 
form of security should be encour 
aged as much as possible to help it 
regain its former'value at this time 
when money is very scarce. Other 
wise, the conditions of the Shanghai 
market will not be easily Improved. 


Special Law Requested 


Based on the above reasons, we 
venture to beg the Government 
through your Yuan (or Ministry) to 
consider the special conditions pre- 
vailing in Shanghai and to promul- 
gate a special law or regulation 30 
that the exercise of the rights under 
mortgage may not be encumbered 
by Interpretation No. 493 of the 
Judicial Yuan. "Or else the Judicial 
Yuan ‘should be asked to alter the 
interpretation so. that in districts 
where the Regulations governing Im- 
‘movable Property are in force or 
when a mortgage has been reported 
to the Court for record, the mort- 

wgee may, In accordance with the 
Provision of Article 873 of the Civil 
Code, apply directly for permission 
to sell the mortgaged property by 
‘auction without having frst to bring 
fan action and to wait for the final 
Judgment. “At the same. time we 
would venture to ask the Govern- 
ment to formulate and promulgate 
the Law for Land Registration and 
the Law governing Sale by Public 
Auction mentioned. in Section 1 or 
Article 3 of the Rules for Enforce- 
‘ment of the Chapter on ‘Things in 
the Civil Code. This will help com- 
plete the purpose of the Government 
and will afford guidance to the people. 
‘The Executive Yuan (or the Ministry 
of Finance) is hereby begged to con- 
sider whether our suggestions are 
Practicable and to decide and act. 
All the people In Shanghai will be 
much benefitted. 


Again, industries in China are now 
in a sad state of decline. Much 
‘money is needed for improvement and 
re-organization, and loans to factories 
should be encouraged, 














Ald for Manufacturers 


Apart, from land and buildings, the 
principal securities offered by. fac- 
{ories for loans consist of machinery 
which is movable proper 
ing (o Article 885 of the Civil Code, 
“he rights under a pledge are es- 
tablished through transfer of posses- 
sion.” Should the machinery’ of a 
factory be transterred, the factory 
would not be able to go on with its 
work, Should it not be transferred, 
the rights under a pledge cannot be 
established. The law is therefore in- 
compatible with practice; it will tend 
to make the machinery’ of factories 
unacceptable as pledges and will add 
fo ‘their financial diMeulties, The 
Swiss Civil Code provides that 
"Movable property such as machine- 
ry, which has already been register- 
ed at the Land Authorities as. ac- 
cessories of certain immovable pro- 
‘erty, may be mortgaged in conjune- 
tion ‘with the immovable property. 
If our Government could issue a 
‘special law based on the above ar- 
tele, it will afford much relief to our 
industries. We therefore venture to 
Include this suggestion in our peti- 
ion. ‘The instructions of your Yuan 
are respectfully awaited, (or, Will 
your Ministry please consider and 
transmit this petition to the Execu- 
tive Yuan and issue instructions to 
us to be complied with).

‘The list further reveals that Ave 
other illegal exchanges have already 
suspended business while the ad 
drestes of twelve other exchanges

JAPANESE WRITER ON

Mr. Noguchi on Difference 
Between East and West 


Mr. Yonejiro Noguchi, the famous 
Japanese poet, gave un interesting 
lecture on Monday, Oct. 21, at the T.A.T, 
reception given in his honour at the 
Park Hotel. As Dr, Wen Yuen-ning, 
the editor-in-ehiet of the ion Hsia 
Monthly, “said in introducing the 
speaker, the Sky Terrace of the Park 
Hotel was hardly a sultable place in 
which to welcome a poet, for the 
Unkle of tea cups and the nolses of a 
big city were not congruous with 
poetry; however, remembering that 
‘some of the greatest poets of the 
world had written and some of the 
world’s finest poetiy had been written 
amidst the ugliest of surroundings, Dr. 
Wen added that perhaps the Park 
Hotel was not unsultable after all. 

Mr. Nogueh! was born in Alch{ Pre- 
fecture, Japan, He studied in Call- 
fornia’ and ‘became a pupil of 
Joaquin Miller, the American poet. 
/Subsequently, he published 18 volumes 
of poetry in English and additional 
works in Japanese, He is professor 
tof English literature at Kelo Univer 
sity, from whieh place he graduated, 
and’ is now on his way to India to 
give a series of lectures on Japanese 
Mterature at Visva-Bharati College, 
Mr. Noguchi ts perhaps better quall- 
‘fed than anyone else to speak on the 
subject of Japanese poetry. to an

“Like one who dislikes seeing 
Mount-Fuji as a pile of lava, Japanese 
poets will keep'a distance between 
themselves ghd reality. Where the 
individualist wishos to see the kaleldo- 
scopic multiplicity of a thing, the 
Japanese poet abandons himself in the 
‘twilight of impersonality, to the one 
ness that abides in aliness. Through 
intellect one sees, for instance, the 
branches and leaves of a tree, and if 
he will, the structural process in 
them; while the poet sees the whole 
tree where the ghost of beauty lurks. 
‘Against the western theory that plays 
openly at vandalism, we. sympathise 
with ‘the angel of ‘beauty sobbing, 
alone and in solitude, 

“We admit that we Japanese are 
scking In creative power, and do not 
aim, like western poets, at becoming 
rebullders of life, ‘We are taught not 
to deal with pootry as a mere art, 
‘but to look upon It as the most neces 
sary principle along which our real 
lige shall be developed. When we 
keel before poetry, it is our desire 
to create a clarified pure realm 
where we can arrange our own minds. 
‘And then we recognize the existence 
of the compromising ground ef pes- 
sion, where we as members of society 
found our safety.

‘As the tenor of the majority of 
‘these lelters concerns the Cost of 
Administration of the local Rubber 
Companies, the object of this letter 
to give’ some. information in this 
regard and to shew how, and to. what| 
extent, “a Shareholders’ "Protection 
Association, such as is being formed. 
ould ‘prove of value to local in- 
vestors 

In order to form a reasoned opinion 
to the manner, ecient or other- 
wise, in which’ Shanghai Rubber 
Companies are administered, it Is 
nhecessary for purposes of comparison 
frst to give a short outline of the} 
Rubber Plantation Industry and then 
some facts relating to rubber com- 
Panles controlled from centres other 
‘than Shanghai... 

‘About the beginning of this century 
the coffee planters in the Malay 
Peninsula were experiencing —very| 
ean times and were eager to find 
some other erop to plant on their 
estates which would give better 
results. ‘There were vague references, 
here and there, to. Rubber. which 
grew in the wild state in Brazil and 
was fetching high prices at Para. 
Further, ‘that the tree could be 
cultivated and had, in fact, actually 
‘been grown in Ceylon from seed, 

It also so happened that a Mr. HN. 
Ridley. had, a few years previously, 
planted some rubber trees, for ex: 
perimental purposes, in the Singapore 

jotanieal Gardens. ‘These had thrived 
and he was in a position to supply 
foods. It was from these seeds that 
the hundreds of millions of trees, 
now to bp seen, grew. 

‘Nobedy’ knew’ much about the new 
treo, or how to deal with it, but it 
seemed to hold out prospects of good. 
profits, Planters had to learn as 
they went along, so there was of 
course a great ‘deal of what now 
would be called inefficiency and the 
trees were shockingly overtapped. 

‘The present assistant on an esiate| 
has probably forgotten more about 
rubber planting than was ever known 
by the” most. experienced Visiting| 
Agent of that far-off period, who was. 
ry important personage in his: 
‘and generally contrived to retire, 
(usually to Scotland!) with a fortune. 

Tn. 1000 four tons of plantation 
rubber were marketed. and four years 
Tater only 43 tons: The great boom 
‘year was 1910, when in April Rubber 
Feached 12/0d per pound, and about| 
11,000 tons reached the "world's 
‘markets during the 12 months, Costs 
of production were 2/- te 2/64 a 
ound, but who ‘cared? 

In JO11 the average price for the 
year was 5/5%d and there have been 
many vicissitudes since then. In, 
more recent years the highest prico 
reached was 4/84 at the end of 1925 
and the lowest 1% cn June 2nd 
1932. ‘The first really “hard times” 
visited this hitherto amazingly pros- 
perous industry towards the end of 
1020 when the price dropped to the 
‘then unheard of level of 1/-, and 
the following year to Tid. Planters 
were sacked and estate expenditure 
cut down to the minimum. ‘Then 
came the Restriction years whieh 
brought a measure. of temporary, 
relief, but it was not until five or 
six years ago that the industry really 
commenced to rationalize itself. 

‘Weak estates have been taken over! 
by financially strong ones; amalgama- 
tions have been effected ‘of numbers 
of individual estates which now form 
powerful groups under one Company. 
‘with ‘one Board of Directors and the 
ick of the former estate staffs, while 
‘much attention is given to scientific 
progress. A planter now superintends 
many times the area dealt with by 
his prototype of a decade earlier. In

‘or two. frequently supervises 5,000 
acres! 

‘This logical and inevitable process 
of amalgamation has by no mesns 
‘ended and there is every reason to 
believe that a decade hence the 
average Rubber Company will con- 
trol at Jeast 10,000 acres, and the cost 
‘of production will be in the vicinity 
of 24 per pound. a figure the con- 
templation of which should afford 
some mental relief to these holders 
of rubber shares who live in per- 
Detual fear of being ruined by the| 
Advent of synthetic rubber, as was 
the case with indigo. 

‘Shanghai's interest in Rubber, 
which Is a very large one, may .be 
sald to date from the boom year’ of 
1910, ‘There have, of coure, been 
the inevitable ups’ and downs 
few of the companies retain their 
ofiginal capital structures, but inis 
is a condition of affairs by no means 
confined to Shanghai. The present| 
Issued capital at par is just over 
{$22,500,000 local currency. There are 
At present 35 Rubber Companies, all 
but 6 of which are in the hands of 
two firms who act as: General Man- 
‘agers and Secretaries, and the 
remainder of this letter refers 
only to the estates under their 
control. The properties of | 24 
of these Companies are in the 
Malay Peninsula and 5 in Java. As 
the latier are all large concerns with 

average planted area of 4,600 
res and thelr Administration Costs 
Just about one third of that of 
the Malayan group, they will not be 
referred to further, except to use| 
them in drawing attention to the fact 
that they offer strong evidence of 
the contention, to be elaborated in 
due ‘course. that the large unit is 
far more economical to operate than 
‘small on 

Of the remaining 24 Companies the 
Rubber Trust's properties are partly 
in Java, go that for this and other 
reasons, it has not been included in 
the statistics that follow. 

‘Upon examining *the accounts. of 
these 23 Companies one is forcibly 
impressed by the small average size 
fof the properties (ust under 1,800 
faeres) and the multiplicity and 
magnitude of the Costs of Administra- 
ton. 

‘By “Costs of Administration” is 
meant: Directors’ Fees, _ General 
Charges, Shanghai Office’ Expenses, 
Secretarial Fees and General Man- 
‘agers’ Commission. In fact all 
‘charges which fall on the cost of pro- 
duction outside the estate itself. 

‘One hesitates to submit too many. 
‘SMatistical figures for fear that the 
reader may be unable “to see the 
wood for the trees”, but the follow- 
Ing are appended.

‘most skilful technical nation, this in- 
volving not only the elimination of th 
Inboriously built up skill of the 
European manufacturing countries but 
also the relegation of such a country 
a8 China to the position of the prom 
ducer of the raw materials for the 
Japanese’ manufacturer, with the con- 
Sequent result of the Inability of 
China to deyelop the purchasing power 
‘of the Chinese people to anything like 
the extent that Japan, through her 
Industrial developments, has developed 
the purchasing power of her people. 
What this “may mean to Australla, 
should. also be noted? instead ot 
development of China as a wool-con- 
suming country she will develop into, 
8 wool-producing country. competing | 
with the Australasian wool-geower in| 
the markéts of the world. And let it 
be’ noted that this Is not the only

An Indian Woman's Brave Act 


‘The courageous act of a woman, 
who was killed whilst attempting to 
drrest_an armed robber, was told by 
her husband, Gurbakhsh Singh, in HM. 
Police Court, on Tuesday, Oct. 22, when 
the Coroner, Mr. C. H. Haines, opened 
‘an inquiry into her death. The name 
of the deceased was Basant Kaur. 
She lost her life in the early hours 
‘of October 15, when, single-handed,

Inquest on Mr. J. Driscoll 


An inquiry into the death of the 
late Mr. Joseph Driscoll, whose body 
was taken from the Whangpoo River 
fon October 16, was opened by the 
Coroner, Mr, C. H. Haines, in H, M. 
Police Gourt on Thursday’ afternoon, 
‘The late Mr. Driscoll was an employee 
of the China Printing & Finishing Co.

He added that on the right 
side Of the deceased's head, was a 
contused wound, “which he’ thought 
was caused by the deceased having 
struck some solid object at the time 
of falling into the “This was 
sufficient to stun the deceased,” he 
said, “and make him unable to’ help 
himself. 

‘The ‘only other evidence heard 
that day was that of Sergeant G. H. 
Short, who told of the recovery of the 
deceased's body from the river. The 
two laodahs, involved in the collision, 
he said are being detained by the 
Chinese judicial authorities. 

‘The Coroner then adjourned his 
inquiry until 215 pam, on Tuesday, 
October 29. Mr.” John Me-Neli 
was in court on behalf of the 
widow of the deceased.

‘That the Court would appoint a 
Recelver for the Really Investment 
Company ina day or two was made 
known by Judge Milton J. Helmick 
in the US. Court for China on Satur- 
day, when the Yongtze Insurance 
Association, a British firm, petitioned 
the Court to appoint a Receiver on 
behalf of the debenture holders. 


Mr, J. B, Davies, for the petition- 
ers, sald the Association entered 
into a written deed of trust» with 
the ‘company on August 1, 1934, 
whereby the former agreed ‘to act 
‘5 trustee for the holders of deben- 
tures to be issued by the latter, The

fof debentures secured on land. The 
company having failed to comply 
with the Association's request for a 
reevaluation of the mortgaged pro 
perly and also for further security, 
the Association on October 3 ap: 
pointed Mr. F, N, Matthews as re~ 
ceiver of the ‘mortgaged property, 
but the Company refused to give him 
Jcontrol of the property. All what the 
petitioners wanted was {0 see the 
Interests of the debenture holders 
secured, 


‘Mr..N. F. Allman, who had peti 
toned the ‘court for the appointment 
of a recelver on behalf of certain 
creditors and stockholders, 
the directors, creditors and stock- 
holders had no desire to impair the 
urityyof the debenture holders nor 
did they wish to tee or have any 
default in the payments due to 
debenture holders. ‘Thelr desires 
was to preserve the property of the 
‘frm and to manage it to the best 
interest of ‘debenture holders. He 
‘also pointed out that there had been 
‘no default in payments of principal 
‘of interest, and asked that the re 
felver should be subject to the 
Jurisdiction of the court.

‘with the contract, he gave six months 
notice on April 1, 1984. He stated the 
on June 21, 1934, the defendants 
wrongfully dismissed him, and he had 
been refused permission’ to perform 
his duties. He therefore claimed 
‘salary for the months of July, August, 
and ‘September. A claim for com- 
mission was dropped when a firm of 
chartered accountants, acting under

Mr. Yang Ping-tl, cashier of the 
Post Office, said the banknotes used 
by the Post Office usually were 
‘obtained from the Central Bank, 
they were chopped with the mark 
"20" and the Chinese character “past.”

‘bag contained $20,000 in notes bearing:

Life Imprisonment for Teacher 


Convicted on the charge of in- 
tigating ‘one of “the most ghastly’ 
crimes in recent police history, the 
hacking to death of two women with’ 
an axe at 4859 North Honan Road on 
September 23, Loh Yue-san, a school 
teacher, was’ sentenced to life im- 
prisonment by the First Special’ 
District Court on Thursday. ‘The pri- 
soner was further deprived of civil 
sights for life for the erime and sent 
to gaol for another year for stealing, 
‘a box containing valuables from the 
murdered woman's room, but he had 
to serve a life imprisonment sentence| 
‘only. A clvil suit brought against 
the prisoner by the murdered women’ 
relatives will be heard by the court 
civil division shortly. 

Revenge was admitted by the sen- 
tenced man as the motive of the| 
jerime. According to the prisoner, he| 
strongly suspected that one of the| 
murdered women was responsible for 
the death of his father who was shot| 
in a Canton Road alleyway more 
than a year ago. His father, accord- 
ing to the prisoner, left quite a largo 
amount of money’ in the hands of 
King Dal-sze, one of the murdered 
‘women.

Holding that the request for a 
house rent reduction is quite reason 
able, Judge Mow Zung-hwa of the 
First Special District Court, the other 
]day rendered judgment in’ favour of!

Wha Sing Lee Alleyway, off East 
Seward Road, who were sued for 
non-payment of house rents by the 
‘Yuen Mow Co,, their landlords. ‘The’ 
Judge granted ‘the tenants a 20 per’ 
‘cent. reduction and ordered them to 
pay their rents at the reduced rate. 
as from the beginning of this year. 
‘The written judgment in the case, 
sent to the plaintiffs and defendants! 
fon ‘Thursday, states that the fact is! 
not disputed’ by both parties that! 
ithe defendants owe the plaintiffs 
house rents and that what is to be: 
considered now is whether it is 
reasonable to pay rents at a discount] 
as suggested by the defendants. 
‘According to Art, 442 of the Civil 
|Code, the judgment says, any person 
1s allowed to apply to the court for 











‘a readjustment of rents owing to 
the rise or drop in the value of the 
property. Defendants in this. case 
suggest that, owing ‘to business de- 
pression, the cost of land has dronped 
‘considerably. Though the assessment, 
of the S.M.C. makes no reduction, 
within the past half year, a number 
fof banks and native banks have 
‘closed, the reason being that nobody 
is willing to buy. 

‘The price of land is quite different 
now. So the defendants’ request 
for @ house rent reduction cannot 
be considered as unreasonable, 

‘Besides, the rent of the nelghbour- 
ing premises of the defendants has| 
all been reduced according to the 
receipts produced in the court by 
the defendants. ‘The first defendant| 
has already been granted a rent 
reduction. But the defendants’ re- 
quest fora 40 per cent, reduction in 
the rents is not proper, as, in that 
case, the landlords will’ suffer too 
much.

For this there. was 
Ja number of reasons, the chief of 
‘which was undoubtedly the unlimited 
fover-issue of banknotes by the, 
various provincial banks, and the| 
Frontier Bank, all of which were! 
manipulated by the old Government, 

In addition to the Frontier Bank 
in Mukden, there were the Provin- 
jclal Banks’ of Fengtien, .Kirin, and 
‘Hellungkiang, all vested with the 
privilege of issuing notes as if they 
fwere the central "banks of the 
Provinces in which they were. 
situated. These institutions besides| 
doing the ordinary business of bank-| 
Ing’ followed various enterprises as) 
sidelines, including the selling and 
Jexportation of beans, and various! 
fereals produced in Manchuria, oil 
refinery products, flour milling, 
sugar manufacturing, brewing, marine 
transportation, electrical industry, tex-| 
tile manufacture, forestry and mining. 
Indeed ina brochure dealing with| 
the question of currency reform 
jthe Central Bank ‘of Manchoukuo, 
Jentrusted with the reforms to which 
this article refers, alleges that at one| 
time these other banks handled a 
volume of beans representing more| 
‘than halt of the total erop of Man- 
jchuria, with the result that these 
subsidiary enterprises far surpassed 
fin amount the main banking business 
Jwhich they were originally formed to| 
learry on.

The rates of conversion 
while leading to the establishment of 
a wide difference between the old 
sums at par in cireulation, and the 
‘new valuation, indicated not only the 
depths to which the curreney of the 
ew state had descended, but give a 
‘useful indication of the actual amount 
‘of money It was necessary to meet 
the needs of the country. The 
difference between the two Indicated 
not only the absurd manner in whieh 
over-issue had been allowed to grow, 
Dut also the very substantial amounts 
‘of which the populace in general and 
the farmer in particular had. been 
despolled. Assuming the banks had 
{issued their original notes at thelr 
face value the loss by depreciation, 
the difference between issue and 
redemption values, represented the 
sufferings of the whole population in 
terms of hard cash. 

By the end of June 1034, the gov- 
‘ernment of Manchoukuo, through the 
Central Bank of Manchoukuo, into 
which had been amalgamated th 
four old note-tssuing - bank:

‘Times are now hard for her and it 
is the custom, when she has finished 
her story, to’ give her some present 
to help her along. 


Beautiful Concubine 

Many years ago, when she was! 
young and beautiful, she became 
the concubine of a Chinese official, 
who subsequently was made Minis: 
ter to Germany. He took his young 
concubine with him, and not ” only 
was she received into society, in 
Berlin, but her beauty and vivacity| 
made her very popular. ‘The Minis- 
ter was tom with jealousy but he 
could not bear to part with her, so 
she stayed on, continuing to become 
more and more popular and adding.

One of the most ardent of these 
was a German officer named Walder- 
see, and not only did they meet 
frequently, but a very warm triend- 
ship sprang up between them and this, 
increased as she became proficient in 
the German language.

The intention. was, ‘of ‘course, 
to makeit appear as if the tramp were 
really Arthur Rouse. But by a re-

It will be re- 
called that at the same time that True 
was reprieved and sent to Broadmoor 
for the rest of his life, a young foot 
‘man named Jacoby, who hed killed 
the widow of a knight, was sentenced 
and hanged. Popular opinion seemed
